The P o o r o t L o n d o n . 


L o n d o n , October 2fith.—On all hands it 
is agreed that never has greater distress 
prevailed In London than at present. 
It is 
not only among the unskilled, but suffering 
extends to the skilled working class, and 
there seems to be no prospect of employ­ 
m ent for them the coming winter. Fore­ 
men who have been in constant employ­ 
ment in the same firm for fifteen and 
twenty years have been turned off, owing 
to bad times, and during the past few weeks 
hunger and want have driven them almost 
to desperation. It some steps are not taken 
to relieve the distress the consequences 
during the coming m onths are likely to be 
terrible. 
All tbe thousands who are now 
sleeping in the open air will be driven 
to seek shelter when the cold weather sets 
in, and the workhouse and the charitable 
institutions which are available are totally 
inadequate in num ber. The Socialist lead­ 
ers are taking advantage of all this distress 
to press for the adoption of several meas­ 
ures. one of which at least is worthy of 
special mention and commendation. 
It is 
that one free meal a day in tbe boarding 
schools be granted to all children who de­ 
sire to partake of it. It appears from a re­ 
port published by the Daily Telegraph that 
over thirty per cent, ot the children who 
cumpulsofy attended school last winter 
were there without having had food. 


D e te r m in e d T e n a n ts . 


D u b l i n . October 2 9 th .— The M arquis of 
H eadfort has refused to reduce the rents on 
his e s ta te s in County Cavan. The tenants 
have accordingly resolved unanim ously to 
refuse to pay rents at the present rate, and 
each will subscribe one shilling for every 
acre of land he occupies, towards a defense 
fund to be used to prevent their eviction.

AV h i c li W ill B e H e r e In S ix ty Y e a rs . 
Rbv. T. De W itt Talmage told the people 
who 
thronged 
the 
T„ 
iacle Sunday 
m orning what he thought of the m illen­ 
nium which he is sure will come within 
the next sixty years. 
All the great cities 
are to he completely changed. He based 
his rem arks upon the fifth verse of the 
eightji chapter of Z acbariah: 
"A nd the 
streets of the city shall be full of boys and 
girls playing in the streets thereof.” 
“ New York is a beautiful city. It lies 
on both sides of the East river. In our 
tim e and t. 
'e of our children there 
will pe a dozen uridges stretching across 
the river and we will be more than ever 
one city. 
W hen I speak of New York I 
mea: E verything front Spuyten Dnyvil to 
Gowanus.” 
Dr. Talmage described tbe 
grand growth of the city until it has now 
become the greatest energy in the world, 
and sa id : 
“ Let's thank God for our 
residence in so goodly a place. 
There 
were 
thousands 
of evils 
to be over­ 
come. but iu the saving grace of God it will 
be made a city 
of peace and virtue. 
I believe w hat tbe Bible says, that all the 
cities will be saved. 
People have a morbid 
idea about the m illennium . 
They think 
that there will be no hilarity, that there 
will be no business, no enterprise. That is 
wrong. W here there is one fortune made 
now there will be thousands made then. 
All dishonesty will be gone, all unfairness 
in business, and men will have confidence 
in one another. There will be grander 
architecture, grander music, more pros­ 
perity. 
The greatest injury to business in 
New York and Brooklyn to-day is crime— 
individual and official crime. 
W hen that 
day comes—and I am not dealing in any 
abstraction—it is just as true as the Bible-^- 
ali grievous taxation will be abolished. 
Men are now taxed for everything. Every­ 
where it is taxes, taxes, taxes ! A business 
man is compelled to m ake a sm all fortune 
to pay his taxes. They have to support all 
the villains in the prisons, all the orphans 
of those who have died from beastly in­ 
dulgences, all the lunatics driven crazy by 
vice. 
' 
“ I say to you, Republicans and Demo­ 
crats, if you do not lessen taxes and the 
expenses of government honest men will 
form an anti-excessive taxation, anti-rum , 
anti-saloon, anti-abomination party, and 
you who are now feeding at the public crib 
will not be left so m uch as is given to the 
street-sweeper. 
[Applause.] 
But in this 
tim e of which 1 tell there will be no more 
criminals, no m ore vice, no more appropri­ 
ations for improvements which never reach 
the improvements, but are lost in the pock­ 
ets of the politicians.

A V ouien in A f r ic a . 
Dr. Ralph St. John Perry, who Avent 
from this city to Africa several m onths ago, 
in a letter to a friend here, writes from 
Cape Mount, under date of June 20th, 
about his experiences in the Dark Conti­ 
n e n t: 
“ M onrovia is built upon a bed of 
iron ore. part of A v h ich assays 90 per cent, 
of pure iron. The town contains 5,000 
people, five of whom are white. 
It has no 
drug stores, 110 library, no public halls, no 
barber-shop, no saloons, no streets, and 
very few fences. They have no need for 
streets, as they have 110 horses or vehicles. 
The population is divided into three classes 
—tbe natives or aborigines, the Liberians, 
or children born here of foreign parents, 
and the emigrants, or foreigners. The 
latter are on a par with those shipped to 
the United States of America from Europe 
—poor, ignorant and lazy. 
“ The Kroos, a 
ove tribe,were formerly 
the slave dealer: 1 tht3 coast. 
Every Kroo 
man has a blue tattoo m ark down the m id­ 
dle of his forehead, extending on down the 
nose. They cut their hair with bits of 
broken bottles, and cut it in all sorts of 
styles. 
Instead, of tatt ling, the women 
paint themselves from head to foot; it is no 
uncommon thing to see a girl with the Li­ 
berian flag painted on her forehead. Some 
of the women whose husbands or fathers 
work for Americans wear the United States 
Hag, hut nothing can indace them to wear 
the British flag, as they all hate English­ 
men, and will have nothing to do Avith 
them. 
We use the money of five nations 
here—United States, English, Dutch,French 
and Liberian, and occasionally a Spanish 
gold coin. 
" l be eirls as soon as they are able to 
walk and taik, are put in the ‘ gree-gree 
bush,' a sort of convent, where they are in­ 
structed in their duties .as women and 


wives. They are usually sold by their pa­ 
rents in marriage as soon as they are born. 
If not sold they must remain in the ‘ grce- 
gree bush’ until some one buys them . The 
old girls in the ‘bush’ instruct the new 
ones. 
A wife costs about $15. W hen the 
bidding takes place the bride gomes with 
presents to the groom, and he m ust give 
in return double as much as she brings.

F r e n c h 
P o u n c in g 
P r o c e s s e s 
W i t h 
W o o d .—One of the most ingenious as well 
as serviceable methods practiced by French 
artisans in wood is that by which is pro­ 
duced a complete resemblance to the color, 
beauty and density of ebony by the skill­ 
ful use of charcoal upon the surface. None 
but carefully-selected woods of close and 
compact grain are employed for this pur­ 
pose, and these are covered in the first 
place with a coat of camphor dissolved in 
water, and almost im m ediately after with 
another coat, composed chiefly of sulphate 
of iron and nutgall. The two composi­ 
tions, in blending, penetrate the wood and 
give it an indellible tinge, and at the same 
tim e render it impervious to the attacks of 
insects. On these two coats becoming suf­ 
ficiently dry, the surface of the wood is 
rubbed at first w ith a very hard- brush of 
couch grass, and then with charcoal of 
substance as light and friable as possible, 
the fact being that, if a single hard grain 
remains on the charcoal, this aione would 
scratch the surface, which should be per­ 
fectly smooth. The fiat parts are rubbed 
with natuial stick charcoal, the indented 
portions and crevices with charcoal pow­ 
der, and, alternately with the charcoal, 
rubbing is practiced with flannel soaked in 
linseed oil and turpentine. These pounc- 
ings, repeated several times, cause the char­ 
coal powder and the oil to penetrate tbe 
wood, insuring a beautiful color and a per­ 
fect polish. 


A H e a l t h y G roavth.—It was the opin­ 
ion of m any that the closing of the hy­ 
draulic m ines that affected the Feather 
river would ruin Plum as county. It may 
be against some localities; but judging 
from the increased business of the Nevada 
and California Railway in freight and 
travel, both Plum as and Lassen counties 
are having a healthy growth. During the 
m onth of August the travel and freight 
over the Northern and California were 
more than double those of the correspond­ 
ing m onth last year. The outgoing freight 
consists m ainly of merchandise and sup­ 
plies, and the incoming of the dairy and 
ranch, wood and lumber. Monday is the 
butter day, and over the road on that day 
there is shipped three or four tons of but­ 
ter, which goes to Virginia City. Since the 
Chinese Avar was waged in Truckee, that 
has ceased to be a great wood camp, and 
Reno is now largely dependent 011 the 
northern country for her wood supply. 
This increase of business will certainly he 
an incentive for Moran Brothers to push 
their road northw ard into the rich, pro­ 
ductive valleys that await its coming. The 
extension of the line would soon double 
and treble the present agricultural produc­ 
tions and would bring into m arket all the 
available land on either side thnt uoav lies 
idle.— Reno Gazette. 


A M e r r y F u n e r a l .—A merry funeral, 
with music and dances, took place recently 
at Jerusalem —a peculiar kind of funeral, 
which turns up every five or six years. At 
the Sephardic synagogue in Jerusalem is a 
cham ber called " Cheder Hognisoh." There 
are preserved all the scrolls of the Torah 
that have become useless, also Mesusoth. 
Tefilin, etc. 
In accordance w ith an old 
custom, these old documents are sewn into 
hags or put in earthen jugs, and with music, 
dance arid song are carried outside the city. 
There is a large cave toward the end of the 
cemetery at the foot of Mount Oli\'e, where 
they are preserved. On that day all the 
stores and workshops are closed and crowds 
fill the streets. They assemble in the syna­ 
gogue, where prayers for the Sultan are re­ 
cited. A procession is formed. In front the 
Torah scrolls are carried under cbupahs, 
and at their side men carry burning wax 
candles. Then follow about one hundred 
men carrying the bags and jugs. At the 
Zion gate the rabbi of the Sephardic syna­ 
gogue ascends a large stone and recites a 
prayer for the Sultan, the State officers, 
rabbis, and the congregations throughout 
the whole work.

V ic t o r ia , October 29th.—Robert Evan 
Sprouie was executed this xuorning at S:10 
o’clock, at the Provincial jail, in the pres­ 
ence of about twenty persons. The crime 
for which Sprouie suffered the penalty of 
death was the m urder of Thomas H am m ill 
on the 3d of June, 1885, on the borders of 
Kootenai lake. 
Strenuous efforts have 
been made to delay the execution, and 
num erous reprieves granted, several being 
at the request of the United Stales Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
To the last day Sprouie was 
hopeful, and expected that the sentence 
would be commuted. 
Yesterday, however, 
he appeared to give up hope and p rep arid 
him self to die. During the night he slept 
well, and this m orning partook of a sub­ 
stantial breakfast. 
Ilis demeanor was that 
of a m a n who had made his peace W ith 
God, and was reconciled to the fate that 
awaited him . H is advisers, Revs. Fraser 
and Percival, endeavored to draw from 
him a confession, but he persistently said 


HE HAD NOTHING TO CONFESS. 
The gallows was erected in the jail-yard, 
and was provided with two traps resting on 
a beam, which was thrown out of place by 
a lever. As the clock struck 8 jailer H utch­ 
inson appeared at the cell door and said to 
the condemned man, “ The tim e has ar­ 
rived, and the m andate of the law m ust be 
fulfilled.” Sprouie arose in rather a nerv­ 
ous manner, and bidding good-by to his 
spiritual advisers, passed out into the cor­ 
ridor with a firm step. 
He walked ahead 
of the jailer, and seemed determined to die 
bravely. On entering the yard he glanced 
searching])’ at each face present, in the 
hope of finding a friend, but aside from the 
sym pathy expressed there was no sign of 
recognition, and the 
unfortunate 
man 
walked resolutely up the steps to the scaf­ 
fold and took his place upon the trap. 
Again he looked intently on the few per­ 
sons present, and then gazing upward at 
the sky beseem ed to realize that its beauty 
was to be taken from him forever. 
He was 
followed up to the trap by Rev. Mr. Fraser, 
the jailer and the executioner, the latter 
wearing the customary black mask. There 
was 
AN AWE-INSPIRING SILENCE 
For a moment, when Sprouie said, “ Can I 
speak to the Sheriff ? ’ 
Being answered in 
the affirmative, he continued: “Mr. Sheriff, 
you have not read the death w arrant yet.” 
“ It is not necessary,” was the reply. “ Can 
I speak a few m inutes further?” lie asked. 
“ Y es. if you wish it,'’ replied the Sheriff. 
Sprouie hesitated for a m oment, and then 
speaking in a low, deliberate manner, said : 
“ My friends, this is a very solemn sitna- 
tion—to pass out of the world in such a 
condition. 
I trust this will be an example 
and warning to all who commit sin. The 
charge that has been preferred against me 
was wrong. 
I was not guilty of the crime 
of which I was accused. 
Eight of the wit­ 
nesses who came to Victoria bore false w it­ 
ness against me, which led to my convic­ 
tion. They knew as well as I the wrong 
they had perpetrated. 
I have nothing 
further to say, only good-ny ¡0 you all.” 


TIIE VICTIM WEAKENS. 
H e seemed at this point to he overcome 
with emotion, though not by fear, and sev­ 
eral spectators were visibly affected. W hile 
llev. Mr. Fraser prayed tor the condemned 
m an, the executioner stepped in front of 
him and adjusted the rope around his neck. 
“ D on't strangle m e ! 
Don’t strangle me !” 
he cried, and then stood motionless, with 
his hat in his band, awaiting his doom. 
Tbe Sheriff ascended to the gallows and 
pulled the cap over the prisoner’s eyes, and 
the next instant the trap 
was sprung, 
and Robert Evan Sprouie was hanging 
lifeless.

and his neck was broken, death being in­ 
stantaneous. 
Ii was his last request that 
he be buried on American ground, and he 
gave the American Consul a Testament to 
be delivered to Miss E tta F. Garlick, of 
Oakland, Cal. There is a diversity of opin­ 
ion as to his guilt or innocence. 
It is be­ 
lieved that a commutation of his sentence 
to im prisonm ent for life would have justly- 
satisfied the majesty of the law.

The question how to prevent the spread­ 
ing of the various insect pests, which have 
become established in different sections of 
the State, is becoming every day- a more 
and more serious question, involving large 
interests, and unless definite and projier 
action be taken by parties concerned m uch 
ill-feeling between the various fruit-grow­ 
ing sections will be the result. The legis­ 
lation passed on this subject in 1881 pro­ 
vided for the establishment of County 
Boards of H orticulture, so as to enable the 
fruit-growers to protect themselves, by 
appointing Inspectors, whose duty it should 
be to suppress already existing insect pests, 
and prevent the importation of new ones. 
TheseCounty Boards have only been estab­ 
lished in a lim ited number," and m any 
exist only in name. But a few counties, 
such as Los Angeles, where the people 
have awakened to a lu ll sense of tlieir situ- 
tion, have a complete organization. These 
Boards have accomplished much good, and 
have done their utm ost to stam p out and 
prevent the further spread of the cottony 
cushion scale,and to prevent tbe establishing 
of new pests, such as the Aspidiotus pernici­ 
osas, which in m any of the upper and cen­ 
tral counties has made sad havoc with the 
deciduous fruit trees. This scale, unfortu­ 
nately too well known in certain sections, 
invariably manifests itself on the fruit, 
where the red zone around the scale makes 
it quite conspicuous. The scale will live 
as long as the fruit is sound, und will even 
propagate here, and is consequently liable 
to spread from peelings thrown about care­ 
lessly, as well as from fruit boxes. This 
sum m er quite a num ber of boxes of fruit, 
shipped from tbe northern part of the 
State, were found to he infested, ami were 
ordered to be disinfected by the Inspectors 
of Los Angeles county. 
It appears now 
that the Southern Pacific Company has 
been sued by certain m erchants for the in­ 
jury and loss sustained from this cause. In 
consequence of this move the railroad com­ 
pany has refused to allow inspection at the 
depot, and the Inspector now lias to take 
his chances in finding the fruit anywhere 
throughout the city, making it next to im ­ 
possible to find it at all. 
Of course, the railroad company has in­ 
vestigated this matter from a point of law, 
and, no doubt, believe themselves in the 
nnder, the title of right.

There are many people in the northern 
who do not believe that deciduous fruits 
can be grown with success in the southern 
counties, and on the other band, m any Los 
Angeles people ridicule the idea that any 
citrus fruits can be grown successfully in 
any of the central counties. 
Hence' the 
disregard of any of the consequences of 
shipping infected fruits from place to place. 
Los Angeles people have not been alto­ 
gether above reproach. 
The red orange 
scale has been sent on fruit to Ventura 
county, as well as to San Francisco, where 
the writer early this spring saw it on 
lemons offered for sale in the streets. The 
so-called black scale has every year been 
sent 011 orange trees from Los Angeles, 
yet this scale is the most formidable enemy 
of the olive. 
Indeed, from this source 
more than one grove, to m y own knowl­ 
edge, has become infested. 
According to the law, tbe various in­ 
fected districts should be quarantined by 
the State Board of H orticulture, but if the 
law was carried out to its fullest extent 
nearly every county in the State would be 
quarantined, as hardly any are altogether 
exempt from all the pests that are enum er­ 
ated amongst the injurious insects that are 
to be legislated against. 
But to succeed in 
having people subm it to this tem porary in­ 
convenience, it would be necessary to have 
quarantine guardians. 
W ith the present 
arrangement it 
is 
impossible 
for the 
Board or the Inspector to get an efficient 
man ; no man capable of performing these 
duties will work for $2 per day, taking his 
chances on collecting through the Courts. 
Only by having the Inspectors appointed 
quarantine guardians also, is it feasible to 
obtain co-operation. 
But 
the 
County 
Boards m ust be established by the Board 
of Suptrvisors, on petition from the fruit- 
grow eraonly. 
If the latter do not choose 
to do anything, the Inspector has nobody 
to co-operate with, and cannot, therefore, 
m aintain any quarantine. 
It will be seen, 
therefore, that public opinion or the inter­ 
est of fruit-growers m ust be throughly 
awakened to the necessity of preventing 
the constant interchange of infected pack­ 
ages of fruit and of plants. 
Infected fruit 
should be worked off at home. 
Every 
grower should have pride enough not to 
allow infected fruit to be sent to Eastern 
markets, there running the risk of being 
condemned as a nuisance.

C l e a n s in g L a d ie s ' H a i r .—We object to 
the use of carbonate of potash by hair­ 
dressers for cleansing the bair of their cus­ 
tomers. The cleansing action of this pow­ 
erfully alkaline substance is very effective, 
but it is prejudicial to tbe bair nt the same 
tim e. A teaspoonful of pulvarized borax 
in a enp of boiling water, or cleaning the 
hair with the yolk of a fre3h egg, and fol­ 
lowing this with a warm solution of borax 
or salt and water, especially sea water, is 
much preferable, and has the effect of 
cleansing and softening tbe skin of the 
scalp. Eastern ladies, rem arkable for the 
beauty of their hair, adopt the latter mode 
of cleaning it.—Herald o f Health.

THE STATE AND CITY OF CHI­ 
HUAHUA. 


Borne o f 
th e C eleb rated 
M ines— 
P eo n ism a n d O ther P e c u lia r i­ 
tie s—V olu n tary S lavery.

M exico, October 10, 1S80. 
W hen we first entered Mexico—three 
years and a half ago—nearly everybody 
came into the country either by water to 
Vera Cruz, or from Laredo to Monterey, by 
the Mexican National road, and thence by 
diligence into the interior. Rut since the 
completion of the Mexican Central Railway 
the great stream of American travel has 
poured by this highway from E l Paso to 
the Capital, thus escaping both the perils of 
the Gulf and the discomforts of long jo u r­ 
neys by stage. For this reason, and because 
ot the mines, which have long been con­ 
trolled by capitalists from 
the United 
States, C hihuahua is probably better known 
to Americans than any other of the M exi­ 
can States, though scenically and histori­ 
cally it is one of the least interesting. 
Proceeding south waid from El Paso to 
the city of C hihuahua, a distance of 225 
miles, there is little to be seen hut a deso­ 
late stretch of sandy plain, outlined by 
gloomy foothills. Though apparently so 
barren and unoccupied, this region is ad­ 
m irably adapted to grazing wherever the 
natural facilities for irrigation have been 
improved, and as to mineral wealth, the 
reports of American miners in other years 
and the late unprecedented ‘•boom” are the 
best proofs. 
Several of the m ost famous 
m ining districts are near the iine of the 
railroad, at distances varying from ten to 
one hundred miles, 
The first station of 
importance, going southward, is Saiualay- 
nea, 74 miles from El Paso. 
One hundred 
kilom eters west of it is the celebrated pre­ 
sidio. or m ilitary post, called Janas, and 35 
m iles north lie that m ighty collection of 
ruins know n as 


LA S CASAS G R A N D ES 
(The great houses) near the modern village 
of the same. name. 
It is worth m aking the 
wide detour to visit these interesting relics 
of the nast—though on lv m ule transit is ob­ 
tainable. They lie in tiie m idst of a fertile 
valley, and are- called by all the people 
thereabouts “ the houses of M ontezuma.” 
T heir erect and fallen walls, some of them 
standing now thirty-five feet in hight, face 
the cardinal points and m uch resemble the 
Pueblo edifices of Arizona and New Mex­ 
ico. The original buildings are supposed 
to have had three stories, tlat roofs and 
outside stairs of ladders. 
But, beyond a 
few fragments of 
pottery and broken 
arrow-heads, there is nothing now to tell of 
the forgotten people who at some distant 
period dwelt in Las Casas Grandes. A 
singular circumstance, showing that these 
early northwestern tribes m ust have had 
commercial dealings with those of the 
south, is that among the bushels of spears 
and arrow-heads which may be picked up, 
m any of them are obsidian—volcanic glass 
m elted in the far-away volcanoes of Popo­ 
catepetl and Orizaba. 
The railroad skirts the city of Chihuahua 
about a mile to the east, and a tramway 
runs from the depot to the extreme western 
edge of the town. The tram waycars. which 
are of American make, are labelled (as al­ 
ways in Mexico) first, second and third 
class, although there is little choice be­ 
tween them except in the company on 
board. 
In fact, the third-class cars are 
preferable for sight-seers, being open on alt 
sides, with rows of benches running length­ 
wise, and roofed to screen passengers from 
tiic sun, and the locomotive power of each 
car consists of two fractious mules, which 
are kept on a constant jum p while the 
driver plies his merciless whip. 
The old city lies near the Conchas river, 
on a broad plain at the base of the Sierra 
Madre. It was settled first in 1G82, by some 
Spanish adventurers, who came for the pur­ 
pose of working the ricti mines in the vi­ 
cinity. As early as 1723 its population was 
ten thousand, and now it is estim ated- at 
between twenty and thirty thousand. 
Be­ 
ing at an elevation of 5,000 feet, it is com­ 
paratively safe from those epidemic fevets 
which annually devastate Guaymas anil 
other places west and north of it. 
Its 
streets, crossing one another at right an­ 
gles, arc well paved—for Mexico—and re­ 
m arkably cleanly. 
It has two tolerable 
hotels, some line baths in the upper Ala­ 
meda, a handsome "T ribunal of Justice.” 
State House, Mint, and other public build­ 
ings, besides several theaters, a casino, 
French club-house, two banks, etc. 
Near 
the m ain plaza stands 


T H A I FA M O U S C A T H E D R A L , 
W ith two towers and enormous dome, 
which is said to have cost over eight h u n ­ 
dred thousand dollars, although all the 
work on it was rendered gratuitously by 
willing hands. 
It is of cut stone, in color 
resembling M ilwaukee brick, and was built 
by levying a tax of im real (12) cents) on 
every mark (eight dollars) of silver taken 
front the m ines of Santa Eulalia, fifteen 
miles distant. A nother place which the 
traveler m ust not fail to see is the Jesuit 
College, in the rear of which those revolu­ 
tionary leaders, the Cure Hidalgo and his 
friend and comrade Alliende, were shot by 
ordc-r-of the Spanish Government. Then 
there is the old Convenido San Francisco, 
the imm ense alhondi.ja, or granary, and the 
great aqueduct—over COO yards loug—all 
w orth a visit. 
T his largest of the Mexican States covers 
an area of 210,850 square kilometers, and 
has a 
population 
of 
about 
230,000. 
The Sierra 
Madres, which 
traverse it, 
throw off various spurs and ranges, each 
endowed with some unpronounceable name 
and containing more or less m ineral wealth. 
M ining and agricultureare the m ain indus­ 
tries. gold, silver, copper, tin, iron, lead, 
wheat, corn, beans, grapes, cotton, wool, 
cattle, sheep, horses and mules being reck­ 
oned among its products. The average an­ 
nual yield of C hihuahua’s mines is $1,­ 
600,000. The most famous districts are 
called Guadalupe y Calos, Zopuri, Bato.pi- 
las, Urique, Guazapares, Jesus Maria, Po­ 
trero, Morelos, Chinapa, Piaos Altos, Con­ 
ception. Cuisiliuiriachie,M uyuriachie, May- 
nareehie, San Francisco del 
Oro, and 
Hidalgo del Parrel. These are all silver 
m ines, that of Calos also producing gold 
and copi>er, Urique lead, and San Francisco 
-considerable gold. They are mostly worked 
by Americans, who, by the em ploym ent ol 
m odern machinery, realize large returns on 
th e capital invested. A fair exam ple is the 
famous Batopilas mine, owned by Governor 
A. K. Shepherd, form erly of the District ot 
Columbia, who, besides his own large in­ 
terests here, represents a powerful New 
Y ork syndicate. 
Coal beds are found in the Sierra Rica 
del Carmen. 
There are several cotton 
m anufactories in the State, and although 
healthy vegetation appears scarce the an­ 
nual wheat crop is estim ated at 48,707.000 
— kilogram m es; corn not less than 107,947,- 
ti00 kilogs . and other products ill propor­ 
tion. C hihuahua supports a law college, 
a sem inary and IIS prim ary schools. The 
total valuation of real estate is som ething 
over seven millions, and Government land 
sells at 10 cents per acre. The tem perature 
hereabouts ranges from 10° to 01° Fahr. 
May and June are the warmest m onths. 
T he nights are al ways cool, and the rainy 
season from the middle of June to the end 
of October. 
It happened that my first Sun­ 
day in Mexico was spent in Chihuahua, 
which in all Spanisb-Am erica is the great 
cala day of the week, and being then new 
to the siglits and customs id' this queerest 
country under the sun. I was particularly 
interested in 


T H E P EO N P O P U L A T IO N , 
W hich sw ariurd the streets in all the glory 
o f " full dress.” The gala costume ot the 
ordinary peon is not m uch to boast of, con­ 
sisting, for men, of a clean pair of white 
breeches and blouse waist, or shirt with 
Haps worn outside; while the women ap­ 
pear to “ sm art up ” only by adding another 
patch to a greasy skirt of as m an / colors as 
Joseph’s historic coat, and twisting a black 
or blue cotton reborn over their loo.-e che­ 
mise. which partially covers them frotx 
shoulders to waist. 
W hao v e r h e r age m ay be, a woman of 
this class is a lw a y s c a lle d a muchacha (g irl), 
end tr u l y she is n e v e r a n y t h i n g bu t a 
grow n-up c h i ld — f u lly d e v e lo p e d p h y s ic a lly 
a t the age of 30, a withered o ld c r o n e at 
30, hut unsophisticated a3 a baby to the 
latest hours of her life. 
Probably her 
nam e is Dolores, Refugio, Guadalupe or 
Antonia. 
In youth her nut-brown s k in is 
soft as velvet, and does cot freckle—though 
sh e never wears any sort of b o n n e t or h at— j 
nor is it ronghened by soap, powder or cos- 1 
metics. 
H er feet are very s n iR lt, though 
never manacled by shoes or stockings; her ! 
lim bs well rounded, :md she carries herself 1 
like a Juno, with the natural grace that 
comes only from proper proportions and 
can never he acquired w ithout that prim ary 
e.-scutial. H er hair is not “ banged " like 
a poodle’s, nor crimped like a n E thio­ 
p ian ’s : bat—glossy as the raven’s wing 


and black Its the alcalatdie of her native 
hills—-is parted straight through the m id­ 
dle and hancs in two long braids, tied at 
th e ends with bits of bright ribbon. The 
freak.-, of fickle fashion m ake no change in 
her dress, and though bosom and limbs 
are often bare, she is not conscious of a 
w ant of further clothing. H er hom e—an 
adobe hut or cane-stalk jacal—with its dirt 
floor and roof of dried grass, has no fur­ 
nishings beyond a wooden bench, a straw 
mat, a few” cooking utensils, and a big 
picture of Santa Guadalupe or her patron 
Saint, before which expensive candles must 
be burned on all jiesta days. 
But she is 
perfectly contented, exceedingly pious, and 
always picturesque. 
Out of the ten m illions of people in 
Mexico it is estimated that fully seven 
m illions belong to this ignorant laboring 
class genetically known as “ peons." 
ONE MAN 
Of this class presents about the same 
characteristics which m ark the rest. 
In 
stature he is below the average Saxon, his 
swarthy skin is usually incrusted with dirt, 
his long, matted hair is certain to be in ­ 
habited", and of beard he has little or none. 
His costume is sim plicity itself. Besides 
the 
above-mentioned garments for his 
body, he wears rough leathern sandals 
(made by himself), a sombrero in an easy 
stage of dilapidation, and a woolen zarape, 
or blanket, to he worn in the cool of the 
day in lieu of a coat and to form his only 
bed at night. 
Add to this a greasy siring 
around the neck, to which is suspended a 
precious cross, medal or "ch arm ,” which 
has been blessed by the local priest (they 
are all intensely Roman Catholics)—the 
" odor of sanctity about him ” blended with 
fumes of garlic, chili and cigarettes—and 
vou have a typical “ greaser" of the present 
day, as wide a contrast from the Mexi­ 
can gentleman 
as 
it 
is 
possible to 
imagine. 
His 
entire outfit could be 
purchased 
for 
about 
$3, and 
once 
obtained, he purposes to wear it till the 
end of tim e. 
His chief vanity and only 
pride is centered in his sombrero and za­ 
rape—especially the former, which is his 
dearest earthly possession. 
He may not 
have clothes enough to cover his entire per­ 
son, but will starve himself for a year in 
order to save enough from his scant wages 
to buy a very wide-rimmed hat w ith exag­ 
gerated crown, well garnished w ith silver 
cord. 
The zarapes, which commonly take the 
place of coats and overcoafs among the 
lower classes, including the soldiers and 
even the haciendadoes, are really very hand­ 
some and picturesque m rm ents, far more 
suitable for these people than our clumsy 
style of dress would be. 
There are m any 
factories for weaving them in nearly every 
State of Mexico. 
They are generalh- all­ 
wool, of substantial make, and range 
in price from 
two to twenty dollars. 
Bright-hued blankets with red and yellow 
stripes, the image of some beast or bird in 
the center and the national eoloi- (red, 
white and green) on the edges, are in 
greatest dem and ; but there are m any beau­ 
tiful ones, with white ground or softly 
blended colors, which one longs to appro­ 
priate for portieres. 
In the streets, in the 
churches, at the bull-tights, everywhere, 
these zerapes swarm iu all imaginable 
h u es; and if the day ever comes when 
their wearers become "civilized” to the 
extent of dispensing with them , much of 
the brightness and picturesqueness which 
adds a charm to every Mexican scene will 
he missing. 
It is in the rural districts and on the 
great m ining haciendas that the system of 
peonism, peculiar to Mexico, is seen at its 
worst. It is a species of 
VOLUNTARY SLAVERY, 
And comes about in this way: 
A laborer 
borrows a sum of m oney—perhaps to get 
m arried with, or to pay for the baptism of 
his child, or to pay for the funeral cere­ 
monies of a relative (which demands a 
bonus of not less than $19, and without 
which it is believed that the poor soul will 
languish long in purgatory), and offers 
himself, i. e., his labor, as security. Of 
course the debt can never be paid out ofliis 
meager wages, the mortgage is foreclosed 
by and by, and the obligation descends from 
father to son. Thus it frequently happens 
that peons whose ancestors 
contracted 
debts with long-dead proprietors, continue 
to live upon the same estate, and their chil­ 
dren after them , in a condition of serfdom 
more hopeless than that of Russia, because 
the victims themselves have no desire to 
rise above it. Generations come and go. 
till no record remains of the original obli­ 
gation—hut the shackles never fall. 
The peon is paid for his labor on an av­ 
erage of twelve cents per diem —not in 
mcney, h u t in leathern checks, which pass 
current at the hacienda “ store.” 
The lat­ 
ter is conducted in m uch the same plan 
that agents deal with the Indians in the 
United States. 
Of course the proprietor 
can charge what he pleases, and so those 
who are entirely dependent upon him for 
all the necessaries of fife find themselves 
deeper and deeper in his debt as the years 
go by. 
To the casual observer the wretchedness 
of peon poverty seems great enough to ob­ 
scure the sunlight of fair Mexico ; but after 
long residence here I am not sure but that 
this system, which borders on the patri­ 
archal, may not he host for a naturally idle 
and irresponsible people. A t any rate, to 
be suddenly turned adrift from their homes 
within the hacienda walls, where most of 
them were born, and where they are at 
least sure of food and shelter, and left to 
shift for themselves would be the greatest 
misfortune that could befall them. 
Though densely ignorant, some of these 
peons show gleams of brightness that lead 
me to suspect they m ight develop into use­ 
ful citizens if given half a chance. They 
are universally tractable, gentle-mannered, 
polite and religious : but they have deep- 
rooted objections to any " new-fangled no­ 
tions.” 
For instance, the railroad con­ 
tractors have found it practically impossi­ 
ble to induce them to use wheelbarrows 
and shovels: they rather scrape up the 
dirt in their leather-aprons and trot up and 
down the embankm ent with it.

New lunch cloths range in price from 
seven to sixty dollars. T he most expensive 
have rows of hem stitching done upon 
plain white linen with lace border, lace- 
t ritumed and hemstitched napkins to match. 
Quite handsome cloths are of colored dam ­ 
ask, iu delicate shades of pink, blue, yel­ 
low, or novel combinations of yellow and 
pink^ fringed border and napkins corre­ 
sponding. 
Intelligent thinkers are now becoming 
opposed to a m ixed and heavy diet on 
the ocean, as inducing seasickness, and 
turn rather to some light, nourishing arti­ 
cle, such as cerealinc, which, moreover, is 
very pleasing to the taste, is quickly cooked, 
and can be served in a rem arkable variety 
of ways, for porridge, puddings, etc.

G e o lo g ic a l C o n d itio n s o f N o rth A m e ric a . 
The geological history <>f North America, 
like that of Europe, indicates that from a 
very remote period there have been changes 
ol clim ate; ancient periods of cold as well 
as of warm th. 
It is urged that these are 
due not so much to variations in the sup­ 
ply of heat from the sun, t r to chances, 
stN.’iiar or periodic, in tlie relative position 
of the earth, as to geograpliic alterations on 
its surface. J’alentol repeal and biological 
evidence has next to im considered. This 
also, on the whole, is favorable to the 
view already expressed. Recent investiga­ 
tions t. m l tó show that to the m ajority of 
m arine afúmala the greater dejubs of the 
sea are as impassable as the land itself. 
W here m any species of in vertébrala are 
common to the opposite shores ot a great 
ocean it may he inferred that these have 
made their wav along coast lines past 
or present. Now, of the existing inal- 
iasks of Europe and Canada 
54 per 
cent, of the shsliow-w ater forms and about 
85 per cent, of the deeper sea forms are 
common, and the same holds of other 
m arine invertebrates. 
This fact suggests 
that com parativelysbailbw wafer, and even 
laud, m ost formerly have divided the At­ 
lantic from the Arctic basin. Their sepa­ 
ration is r.o tno ’crn feature, for from the 
Cambrian age onward we find “on the two 
¡.iJt-3 of the ocvun m any sp-jcies ol inverte­ 


brate anim als which were either identical 
or so closely ailied as to be possibly ‘ vari­ 
etal ' forms. 
In like m anuer tlie early 
plants of the upper Silurian, devonian and 
carboniferous present many identical spe­ 
cies ; but this identity becomes less marked 
in the vegetation of the more modern 
times.” 
This m ight he held to indicate 
that the European and N orth American 
continents had become more and more 
widely separated ; 
but it is pointed out 
that the earlier flora consisted m ainly 
of 
crvDtogamous 
plants, 
the 
spores 
of which in modern times have proved 
capable of transmission for great distances. 
Home, indeed, were actually fitted for flo­ 
tation. 
Yet another another argument is 
advanced from the biological side : “ W hile 
many plants and mariue invertebrates are 
common to tlie two sides of the A tlautic.it 
is different witli land anim als, and espe­ 
cially vertebrates. 
I do not know that any 
fossil insects, or land snails, or millipedes 
of Europe and America are specifically 
identical, and of the num erous species of 
batrachians and of the carboniferous and 
reptiles of the mesozoic all seem to he dis­ 
tinct on the two sides. 
The same appears 
to he the case with the tertiary mammals, 
until, in the later stages of that great pe­ 
riod, we find such genera as the horse, the 
camel and the elephant appearing on the 
two sides of the A tlantic; hut even then 
the species seem different, except in the 
case of a few northern form s.”—Sir 
II". 
Dawson, hejore the British Association. 


K in g T h eeb a w ’s J e w e ls . 
_ A late and involuntary exhibitor at South 
Kensington is the deposed King of Bur- 
mah. a portion of whose treasures, looted 
from the palace of Mandalay, Dave been ar­ 
ranged, in nine cases cluse'to the Ceylon 
Court. Three large wall cases contain ob­ 
jects of clothing and the memories of Prince 
Esterhazy's resplendent uniforms, with 
pearl embroidery, in lieu of silver lace, 
and diantoud tassels on the gleam ing Hes­ 
sian hoots, are completely eclipsed by a 
coat into which emeralds, diam onds and 
other precious stonesare woven with beaten 
gold, so that the weight would alone torbid, 
were ceremonial considerations of super­ 
stitious state wanting, that the glittering 
garm ent should be worn oftener ttian once 
a year. Lady Dufferin is said to have as­ 
sumed 
it 
once, and 
with 
difficulty 
to have stood upright in 
it, as her 
ladyship 
m ight 
have 
done 
for 
a 
few 
seconds 
in 
a 
suit 
of 
armor. 
Golden hats of varying shape, some like 
helm ets of Phrygian bonnets, others of 
pagoda form, are in this and the adjoining 
esses. The King's state um brella, furled, 
is in the center wall case. There is talk of 
m ounting it aloft in the center cf the gal­ 
lery, spread open to show its jeweled mag­ 
nificence. One of the State hats, covered 
with precious stones, all set in elaborate 
devices of gold, is surm ounted by a taper­ 
ing finial, the base of which is formed of 
convergent diamonds, large, long, but of 
little value, 
A lapidary or dealer in gems 
would discrim inate widely between the 
different value of the jewels “ late the 
property,” as an auctioneer m ight say, " of 
a m onarch retired from business.” Some 
of the stones are of great value, and others, 
comparatively speaking, are rubbish. Palrn- 
leaf fans, carried in procession, are formed 
of thin gold. 
Bowls, cups, vases, flasks, vessels of all 
shapes but those to which the W estern 
world is accustomed, occupy six cases. 
They are all more or less jeweled, some of 
the stones being uncut. Great significance, 
probably of a religious kind, seems to be 
attached to a circular group of nine stones, 
the largest being in the center. 
On the cir­ 
cular lid of a splendidly jeweled betel box, 
specially devoted to the King's own use, is 
a rem arkably costly specimen of the mystic 
group of nine stones. The middle gem is a 
ruby of 39{ carats, with only one fault. Its 
value consequently is very great. 
Round 
it are evenly set a moonstone, a pearl, a 
diamond, a cat’s-eye, a corral, a crystal, ati 
emerald and a sapphire. All these stones 
are valuable, the diamonds being of A m ­ 
sterdam cutting and the first water. 
It is 
turned upside down, after the invariable 
practice of the Burmese jewelers. Ingenu­ 
ity of goldsm iths’ work is pre-em inently 
shown in the adaptation of a lobster or 
sim ilar crustacean to tlie purposes of a 
flagon.— London News.

W arner’s humorous presentation in Har­ 
pers Magazine of the difficulty in continu­ 
ing a wom an’s identity with her maiden 
name, after it is merged in that of her h u s­ 
band, calls attention, incidentally, to a real 
difficulty in deciding, when a woman is to 
be addressed by letter, as to whether she is 
m arried or has been m arried.

married, and married women are Ju a worse 
state of mind, if possible, at the suggestion 
that they are in a state of single blessed­ 
ness.

addressing

stranger, to sign herself w ith her proper 
title in

It holds, indeed, that to om it it, in fact, is 
hardly proper. 
Tim e will be required to 
educate women to the point of realizing 
this, but it will be an aid to others, and 
may save themselves some mortification if 
they take this course.—Boston Herald. 


O ysters t h a t G row on T r e e s.— The boat 
soon reached the mangroves, an.-l, pushing 
in as far as possible, we found ourselves 
surrounded by the lile of the tropics.

ers on the roots and branches of the trce3.

T h o m a s .—The 
Thomas tomb, in Worcester. Mass., was 
recently opened and the rem ains removed. 
It was found necessary to tear down the 
brickwork inclosing the coffin before the 
remains could be reached. The top of the 
coffin was of mahogany, and in a f a i r state 
of preservation, but the sides barely held 
together. Only the skull and some of 
the larger bones rem ained intact. The for­ 
m er was carefully measured by members 
of the Worcester Society of A ntiquity, and 
its dimensions were a- follows : Circumfer­ 
ence of the skull, 211 inches; over the 
crown from ear to ear, 13 inches; around 
the forehead from ear to ear, l l j inches. 
On the coffin lid was a plate of solid silver 
containing the inscription. In the next 
receptacle were the remains of Mrs. Knox, 
Mrs. Blackburn (Mr. Thcmas" mother) and 
Mrs. Eowle. those of the two last named 
having been removed from the Thomas lot 
when the tomb was completed. Some of 
the bones and the skulls remained, and a 
tin plate was found on Mrs. K nox's coffin, 
but the letters were entirely obliterated. 
In the last receptacle opened the remains of 
Mrs. Thomas, the second, were found, to­ 
gether with a tin plate, sim ilar to the one 
on Mrs. K nox's coffin, hut w ith the Utters 
also obliterated.

WHAT DO ITS ADHERENTS 
LI EVE. 
BE- 


F orm al S ta tem en t o f T h eir C reed— 
It S h o u ld be In tellig en tly L'n- 
u erstood to be R e la te d . 


If to understand what Anarchists believe 
and are working for is a possible thing, the 
people of this country ought to try to get 
sueli understanding 
The surest way of 
preventing the spread of an evil system is 
to m ake people see th aiit is evil. 
Probably 
very few people could define Anarchism if 
called upon to do so. They know well 
enough that to throw dynam ite bombs and 
m urder policemen is so outrageously bad 
that not only those who light the fuse and 
throw the bombs ought to be hung, but 
also those who in any way encourage such 
a deed. The common sense of the Ameri­ 
can people sustains the verdict and judg­ 
m ent which erect the gallows and knot the 
rope for the Chicago Anarchists. But how 
few even claim to comprehend what theories 
and beliefs led these wild beasts of society 
to become wild beasts, and to do what they 
have done ? 
W hy do they desire to sweep 
out of existence all existing hum an insti­ 
tutions? Those who believe in law and 
order, in industries, in the accumulation of 
wealth, in the established social relations, 
and in the peaceful and protected homes, 
ought to be able to answer these questions, 
Until they can answer them , and can show 
that the creed of tlie Anarchists is false 
when tested by the fundam ental and uni­ 
versal laws of nature and hum an nature, 
liow can there be any sure safeguard against 
the growtli of Anarchism. 
A great m any people will deny that even 
Socialists, m uch more Anarchists, have 
any consistent creed, or one which com­ 
mon sense everyday people can understand. 
But, however difficult it may he, it is alto­ 
gether wiser for U3 to adm it that a great 
m any of these people are really believers in 
the doctrines which they proclaim. 
His­ 
tory shows clearly enough, with itsSbaker- 
ism, Mormonism and a hundred other falsi­ 
ties and absurdities, that there are always 
people who will believe anything. 
By carefully studying the speeches of the 
condemned Anarchists of Chicago, it is 
possible to get an idea of the creed which 
they accept. 
Below all the ignorance, the 
half-knowledge, the egotism, the falsehoods 
and the bitter hatreds shown in these 
speeches, the outlines of a system of beliefs 
and principles can be traced. That system 
is substantially as follows : 
1. The diam eter and condition in life of 
every iiuman being is determined by the 
sum total of all the circumstances and in­ 
fluences which surround him —orto use the 
term which has become current—by his 
environment. 
2. The individual man is absolutely in­ 
capable of asserting him self against this 
environm ent, or of becoming anything else 
than what it makes him . 
It is this envi­ 
ronm ent, extending, as it does, from the 
beginning down through hum an history, 
anil including every influence, direct and 
remote, which affects the nature and the 
character—it is this environm ent which 
makes a man a worker, tram p, drunkard— 
whatever he may he. 
If he has a nature 
sm itten through with laziness or falsehood, 
or if his tastes are low or crim inal, he is 
not to blame for having such a nature and 
such tastes, or for yielding to them . 
Men 
have no more power of resistance nr self­ 
assertion against this environm ent than the 
crystal has against the forces which caused 
its particles to crystallize or against the 
rock which encases it. 
3. The principal feature and strongest 
elem ent in the environm ent of men to-day 
is capital. Capital lias, so these Anarchists 
believe, given form to our social institu­ 
tions and to our lows. 
It has m ade this 
environm ent helpful to the rich and harm ­ 
ful to the poor. The laws protect capital, 
society cherishes it. 
4. The existing environm ent, in which 
capital is the ruling power, has brought the 
masses of this and all other civilized coun­ 
tries into hopeless depths of misery. Of this 
fact the Socialists and Anarchists are very 
sure. They refuse to see anything hut 
blackness and despair in tli > condition of 
those who work for wages and have no ac-’ 
cumulated capital. 
5. Tlie only way to give these degraded 
masses a chance of betterm ent is to utterly 
destroy the environm ent which lias made 
them what they are and against which they 
have no power. 
The law m ust be throt­ 
tled, the police exterminated, the machines 
oi capital broken, and capital itself scat­ 
tered and destroyed, and all existing capi­ 
talized or capital-ruled institution, whether 
social, political or religious, m ust be anni­ 
hilated. 
The existing system—so these 
men say—has proved a failure, therefore 
let the dynam ite level all things and tire 
sweep all things awav, so that 
n a new 
world, men can lisve a new environm ent. 
It is easy to understand why the A nar­ 
chist has sueli a hatred of the law and 
Courts of justice. He believes th at the 
individual is wholly the creature of his 
environm ent and has no power nor re- 
sponsibili y of his own, hut our laws and 
our adm inistration of justice proceed upon 
the doctrine that a man cando right and 
keep from crim inal nets if lie chooses. 
For 
the same reason the Anarchist hates society 
as it now exists. 
Society punishes with 
rebuke and final outlawry the lazy man, 
the sot and the tramp, because it holds that 
men need not sink to suedi degradations if 
they do not wisli to. And the Socialist and 
the Anarchist hate 
capital 
because to 
acquire capital one m ust accept the exist­ 
ing order of things and he industrious and 
tem perate and saving. The man who has 
these virtues finds this world to he a pretty 
good world on the whole, and is fairly 
well satisfied with m atters as they exist. 
But anarchism bus no approval for con­ 
tended industry, for forward-looking econ­ 
omy or for self-restraint as regards appe­ 
tites and passions. 
ir is trua that oar existing institutions 
are largely for the protection of the capital. 
T hat means, simply, that under our laws 
and social institutions encouragement is 
given to those who seek by diligent labor 
and 
economy 
to 
accumulate wealth. 
N inety-nine hundredths of existing capital 
has been acquired by such means and not 
by fraud or speculation. Is it not right 
that men should seek to accumulate wealth, 
and that wealth, so accumulated, should be 
protected? 
If not then all our proverbs 
and all that .we have been taught by wise 
m en in the past is false. 
No doubt our readers are familiar with 
E lia’s delightful essay on roost pig. 
He 
tells how on re upon a tim e in China a pig 
sty burned down and a family of piglings 
perished. The careless pig-herd m ourning 
over the crisp little shouts, touched one of 
them, thrust his burned fingers into his 
m outh and straightway began lu dance for 
joy, because ho for tlie first lime in the 
world's history tasted the lusciousness of 
roast pig. 
He communicated his discov­ 
ery to his father and friends, and soon tiie 
pig stys throughout that district of country 
were continually burning down. 
Roast 
pig they m ust have, but they knew no 
other wey to roast pigs than by burning 
pig pens. 
It: other words, they destroyed 
the environm ent of tlie pigs. 
It is true 
that this conflagration of the environm ent 
did produce a new and altogether delicious 
article of food. 
But it was learned afrera 
while that this destruction of the environ­ 
m ent of the pigs was wasteful and alto­ 
gether useless. Roast pig could lie obtained 
with far less expense and trouble. 
And so 
it ¡3 not difficult to show that there are 
much easier and cheaper ways of helping 
the laboring masses than by sweeping the 
world clean and beginning every tLing 
anew. 
And. indeed, what utter nonsense it is to 
think that the destruction of existing insti­ 
tutions will give m ankind or any class of 
men a better chance! 
W hat is this en­ 
vironment of which philosophers speak 
nnderstandingly, and which 
anarchism 
does not comprehend? It is made up of 
two great tilings—tlie facts and forces of 
nature, and the natura and character of 
man. Can Anarchists change these? Can 
they hv blatant speeches or by bombs pre­ 
vent t Ir’ coming arid going of the seasons, 
the blowing of the wind?, the swinging 
backward and forward of the tides, or any 
of the majestic movements of nature? If 
such things affect hum an character and 
gives shape to hum an institutions, as the 
philosophers say — how can anarchism 
ch-inuo them ? Then, too, the institutions 
of law and society which help to m ake up 
our environment? are but the products ol- 
hum an nature. Society is w hat it is be­ 
cause hum an nature Las been what it has 
been from the beginning. If all law, all 
society, all machinery, ali capital should 
be swept away, there would rem ain just the 
same hum an nature to start anew with 
that ha3 made the wnrld what it is. The 
results o l the pest would be repeated.— IB.

l i e said to him self th a t h e needed som e­ 
th in g m ore exciting th a n to watch flower­ 
pots in a w i n d o w and befog h im self in the 
m azes of stupid politics. 
H e w as very 
th o u g h tfu l for som e days, but one evening, 
after supper, a b rig h t idea cam e in to h is 
h ead . 
" I have i t ; 1 w ill go fishing,” h e 
cried, clapping b i3 han d s so loud th at 
T herese c a ll e d o u t from th e n ex t room , 
“ W hat is th e m atter, m o n sieu r ? 
O ne 
m ig h t th in k you had a tit.” 
T h e idea th u s suddenly b o m proved to 
be a stubborn one, and th e m o rn in g on 
w hich M onsieur Seiler first set out, pro­ 
vided w ith a pole, a big straw hat, a fishing 
hag, and other accessories, w as a veritable 
affair of state. 
T herese w as greatly dis­ 
pleased at tliis new tu rn in affairs.* She 
m u ttered to h erself an d h ad m om ents of 
im patience, and w a 3 obliged to go to con­ 
fession tw ice ofteuer during a m o n th th a n 
h a d been h er custom . 
B ut, for all th at, 
sh e was forced to conform to th e new order 
of things. 
F o r exam ple, w henever m o n sieu r was 
seized w ith a desire to go fishing, th e excel - 
lent m an. w ho deplored to h im self h is 
feebleness, w ould look u p at the sky, an d 
say w itli a m elancholy sh ak e of th e head : 
“ It is very fine th is m orning, Therese. 
W h at w e a th e r! Not a drop of raiu for th ree 
w eek s! ’ 
T herese w ould allow h im to languish for 
a few m om ents, then, laying aside her k n it­ 
ting and her prayer-book, she w ould go to 
find th e fishing bag, th e w aistcoat, and th e 
big h at of h er m aster. 
T h en th e old Ju d g e 
w ould becom e anim ated ; he w ould rise u p 
b riskly and saj’ : 
“ T h is is an excellent idea of yours, T h e­ 
rese. 
Yes, 1 will go fishing.” 
“ Very well, m onsieur, b ut be su re to re­ 
tu rn at T o'clock. 
T h e evenings are cool 
n ow .” 
O ne day in th e m o n th of Ju ly . 1845, to­ 
w ard 
o’clock in the afternoon, Z acharias 
found his fishing bag so full o f salm on 
tro u t th at he did n o t w ish to take any­ 
m ore, because, as h e said to him self, it was 
necessary to leave som e for th e n ex t day. 
A fter h av in g w ashed h is fish in a neighbor­ 
ing spring, and w rapped them carefully- in 
sorrel to keep them fresh, he felt so sleepy 
th a t h e th o u g h t he w ould tak e a n ap in th e 
heath er, and w ait u n til the shadow s were 
low er to m o u n t th e side of Bigelherg. 
T h en , having broken his cru st o f bread 
an d m oistened his lips from his little bot­ 
tle, h e clam bered fifteen or tw enty steps 
below the footpath, an d lay dow n in th e 
sh ad e of the fit trees upon th e m oss, h is 
ey elid s grow ing heavy. 
Never had th e old Ju d g e been so sleepy. 
T h e oppressive heat of th e sun, d artin g his 
long arrow s of gold in to th e shadow of th e 
w ood, th e m u rm u r o f insects upon th e side 
o f th e h ill, in th e m eadow s on th e w ater, 
th e d istan t cooing o f rin g doves squatted 
u n d er th e som ber shade of the beech trees, 
form ed such a grand h arm ony th a t th e 
soul of Z acharias m elted aw ay in th e u n i­ 
versal concert. 
H e yaw ned, opened his 
eves, an d saw a troop of jay b ird s travers­ 
ing the fo liag e; th en tu rn in g he th o u g h t 
lie saw th e cork on h is line w hirl and 
descend : 
a salm on was c a u g h t: he was 
p u llin g it o u t : th e pole b en t in a sem i-cir- 
c!e. 
T he good m an was sleeping pio- 
foundly. 
H e dream ed, an d th e vast or- 
■chestra pursued ab o u t him its eternal m u sic 
as th e tim e passed on. 
A thousand anim ated beings h ad lived 
th eir life of an h o u r w hen M onsieur, the 
Judge, aw oke at th e w histle of som e bird 
he was not acquainted w ith . 
H e sat u p to 
see. antlT snceive his surprise. T h e strange 
bird was a young girl Of 17 or 18 years old, 
w ith rosy checks an d red lips, h er brow ri 
h air floating in longtrc-sses.alittleturned-up 
nose, a sh o rt petticoat of the color o f co m 
poppies—a young peasant girl w ho w as de­ 
scending from above by the sandy- foot­ 
p ath of Biegeiberg, a basket poised on h er 
head, and her arm s, sunburned, b ut round 
anil plum p, resting on her hips.

o f h er Z acharias was deeply- m oved.

blushed, an d rising said, ” Good day, m y 
beau tifu l c h ild !” 
T h e y oung girl stopped, opened her eyes 
w ide and recognized h im , for w h o in ail 
th e country did not know th e w orthy Ju d g e? 
“ H i ’ said she w ith a sm ile, “ th is is 
M onsieur Zacharias S eiler!” 
T h e old m an ascended in to th e p ath . H e 
w anted to speak, but h e only stam m ered 
som e u n in tellig ib le w ords, lik e a very- 
y o u n g m an, so th a t the young girl appeared 
m uch em barrassed. 
F in ally h e m ade out 
to say : 
“ W h e r e a r e you going th ro u g h th e wood 
a t this hour, m y ch ild ?” 
She pointed out to him in th e distance, at 
the bottom of the valley, th e house of a 
forester.

” Yes, M onsieur Ju d g e.” 
“ Very w ell, 1 will accom pany yon hom e. 
I sh o u ld like to see th e w orthy F oerster 
again.

•• H e is about y o u r age, M onsieur Judge,” 
said Charlotte, sim p ly ; "ab o u t 60 years 
old .” 
T h is artless response b rought the good 
m an to h is senses, an d as he w ent along he 
becam e very pensive.

th o u g h ts 
No one know s. B ut how m any 
tim es it has happened th a t a good and 
w orthy m an. w ho im agines h im self to have 
discharged all his duties, has finished by 
discovering th a t he had 
neglected th e 
greatest, th e holiest, the m ost beautiful of 
all. th at of m arrying in his youth a good 
an d no b le w om an, an d rem ain in g true an d 
loving to h er ever after. 
A n d w hat it cost 
h im to th in k it was now too la te ! 
Soon Z acharias an d C harlotte reached 
th e tu rn in th e valley w here th e p ath 
passed over a little bridge, an d led direct 
to the forester’s house. 
T h at w orthy m an 
w as seated on the stone bench by his door, 
w ith a sprig of broom corn in his h at and 
tw o h u n tin g dogs stretched at h is feet, an d 
recognizing w ith h is piercingeye the Ju d g e 
an d T«is d au g h ter in the distance, h e cam e 
to m eet them , raising his felt h at in salu ta­ 
tion. 
“Good day. M onsieur Ju d g e,” slid he, 
w ith th e frank and cordial air o f th e 
m o u n tain eer, "w h at h ap p y circum stances 
procures m e th e h onor of such a v isit'" 
"M aster Y eri,” replied th e good m an, “ I 
have tarried in th e m o u n tain s u n til it is 
too late to go hom e.

R ailroad sleepers of cast glass by the Sie- 
m eu ’s m ethod are a possibility of the near 
future. 
Pow dered cam phor added to oil o r tu r­ 
pentine varnish w ill allow it to spread 
m ore easily. 
By the aid 
of electricity atm osphere 
heavily charged w ith dust and sm oke can 
be instantly cleared. 
Shellac and borax boiled in w nier su p ­ 
ply shades of yellow ish brow n and brow n­ 
ish red w ell adapted to th e pain tin g of 
floors. 
T he Japanese have 300 m iles of railroad 
in operation, som e of w hich w as b u ilt by­ 
native engineers. 
T hey also m ake th eir 
ow n cars. 
Glass flooring continues to grow in favor 
for public buildings. Its first cost is greater 
th an wood flooring, h u t its greater d u ra­ 
bility renders it far cheaper in the end. 
Professor M anassein recom m ends the wa­ 
term elon as a cheap but effective substitute 
for grapes in th e treatm en t ot chronic con­ 
gestion o f th e liver, chronic intestinal ca­ 
tarrh and sim ilar affections. 
Glaciers, th e ice-rivers of lofty m ountains, 
have been found to m ove dow nw ard from 
one or tw o inches to over fifty a day, from 
ten to tw enty inches a day in sum m er be­ 
ing m ost com m on. 
T he rate in w inter is 
about h alf th a t o f sum m er. 
A genius w ith a taste for statistics has 
figured out th a t the average new spaper 
w riter m akes 4,000,000 strokes w ith his pen 
each year, or a line 300 m iles long. 
A 
rapid penm an draw s his pen through 1GJ 
feet every m inute. 
In forty m inutes his 
pen travels a furlong. 
A t a recent m eeting of th e Royal M icro­ 
scopical Society, L ondon. Professor Bell, 
at the request of the P resident, gave an ac­ 
count of w hat he regarded as the m ost ex­ 
traordinary biological fact brought to light 
during th e last tw enty-five years—the ex­ 
istence of a th ird eye at th e top of the head 
of certain lizards. 
T he 600 tornadoes recorded show th at 
th eir w hirl is alm ost invariably in the sam e 
direction—opposite th e hands "of a w atch— 
and th eir onw ard m ovem ent w ith us is 
nearly alw ays northeastw ard. 
T h eir fa­ 
vorite tim e o f day is know n, and a tabu­ 
lated list of 162 show s nearly tw o-thi-ds be­ 
tw een 2 and 5 r . m . 
T he follow ing are instructions for m ak ­ 
ing a m ix tu re lor coating b lackboards: 
Dissolve one pound of shellac in one gallon 
of spirils of w ine, 95 per cent.: w hen dis­ 
solved add one-half pound of best ivory- 
black, live ounces finest flour em ery and 
one-quarter pound u ltram arin e blue. Mix 
and put in stoppered b o ttle : shake well 
each tim e th e brush is dipped into th e m ix ­ 
ture. 
Dr. Daw son, in the R ocky m ountains, 
has discovered a rem arkable jurasso-creta- 
ceous flora. 
It is found in sandstones, 
shales and conglom erates, w ith seam s of 
coal. 
T he beds lie in troughs of th e paleo­ 
zoic form ations, and extend for 100 m iles 
north and south. 
T he plan ts are conifers, 
cycoda and ferns. 
Som e are identical w ith 
species from th e jurassic of Siberia and the 
low er cretaceous of G reenland. 
Investigations by Dr. R. Y'on H elm holtz, 
described to th e B erlin R oyal Society, con­ 
firm the statem ents th a t the form ation of 
clouds in saturated air is induced solely by 
particles of dust, and th a t the finer and 
sparser are th e d u st particles th e m ore 
slow ly 
is 
th e 
cloud 
form ed. 
These 
results are also confirm atory of Professor 
T yndall's explanation th at the blue color 
o f th e sky is due to floating dust. 
By observing how far the sun has to sink 
beneath the horizon before th e topm ost 
sum m it of th e air is cut off from th e rays, 
M onsieur B ra vais, som e years ago, deter­ 
m ined th e greatest upw ard lim it of tw i­ 
light to he 378,000 feet, o r nearly- seventy- 
one m iles above sea level. 
By observing 
the earth’s shadow on th e m oon during 
eclipses, astronom ers had inferred th at the 
atm osphere m ust he sufficiently dense to 
produce tw ilight for at least 240,000 feet 
irom the earth ’s surlace. 
T he now com pleted Severn tu nnel is not 
only pronounced one of th e greatest engi­ 
neering w orks of th e age, but rem arkable 
also in one feature of its construction, 
nam ely, that o f passing u n d er an arm of 
the sea. 
T he tunnel extends from New 
Passage to I’ortskew et, a distance of about 
tw o and o n e-half m iles un d er th e water, 
its entire length, exclusive of approaches, 
being about four and one-half m iles, re­ 
quiring thirteen years to build. 
In both th e pas jet and the little bulb- 
enclosed filam ents glow ing un d er th e influ­ 
ence of an electric current, tight is pro­ 
duced by the incandescence o f intensely 
heated s .¡ids. 
T he carbon particles < f gas 
are rendered incandescent by th e h eat gen­ 
erated by th e com bustion of other m ole­ 
cules ; and in th e electric lam p the friction 
of th e cu rren t com pelled to pass through 
a fine carbon filam ent heats th e filam ent 
to incandescence and produces light. 
A favorite form of m anufacturing quartz 
crystals is the sphere, and very valuable on 
account of th e rarity of large m asses ol p er­ 
fectly clear stone. 
O ne of the largest and 
m ost perfect balls of crystal know n ¡3 0 69 
inches in diam eter, and is now in D resden. 
T he finest ball in th is country is owned by 
R. K. Moore, m easuring 6.625 inches, and 
is valued at $5,000. 
So wire are the large 
pieces of fine quartz th a t one dealer is said 
to keep a standing offer of $1.000 for m ate­ 
rial for a live-inch ball, $1,500 for one of 
live and a hull inches, and $1,000 for a 
seven-in h ball. 
T he Lancet m akes a distinction between 
w liat it calls th e use and the abuse of to ­ 
bacco. T h e m an w ho can say-, “ I alw ays 
know w hen I have sm oked enough—if I 
go beyond th e ju st lim it I lose m y pow er 
of prom pt decision,” is one, it suggests, 
w ho had b etter not E m o k e at a l l ; b u t “ a 
m oderate use of tobacco soothes the senses 
and leaves the m ental faculties free from 
irritation, and ready for calm ly clear in- 
teile.tu al processes. 
W hen this is n o t th e 
effect produced by sm oking, the ‘w eed’ had 
better be eschew ed.” 
L iquid oxygen, in sm all q uantities, has 
been produced by a nu m b er of experim ent­ 
ers, b u t it is only recently th a t solidified 
oxygen has been obtained. 
T his interest­ 
ing experim ent was perform ed by Profes­ 
sor D ew ar at the Royal In stitu te a short 
tim e ago. 
It was accom plished by allow ­ 
ing liquid oxygen to expand into a partial 
vacuum , w hen the enorm ous absorption of 
heat w hich accom panies the expansion re­ 
sulted in producing th e solid substance. 
T he oxygen in this condition resem bles 
snow , and has a tem perature of 209° C. be 
low th e freezing point o f water. 
Oak ntay he dyed black by the follow ing 
process: Im m erse the wood for tortv-eight 
hours in a hot saturated solution o f alum , 
and then brush it over w ith a logwood de­ 
coction as follows ; Boil one part of the best 
logwood w ith ten parts of water, filter 
through linen and evaporate at a gentle 
heat until th e volum e is reduced one-half. 
To every q u art of this add from ten to fif­ 
teen drops of a saturated solution o f indigo. 
A fter applying this dye to the wood rub 
th e latter w ith a saturated and filtered solu­ 
tion of verdigris in hot concentrated acetic 
acid, and repeat th e operation u n til a black 
of the desired intensity is obtained. 
Letters or envelopes w hich it is desired 
to protect against unauthorized opening (by­ 
m oistening th e pasted portion) m av he se­ 
curely sealed by using a solution ot oxide 
of copper in am m onia as paste. 
T his 
liquid has the faculty o f dissolving the cel­ 
lulose. 
W hen applied to th e paper it dis­ 
solves the cellulose on th e surface, and on 
drying the tw o partially dissolved surfaces 
adhere indissolubly together. 
T he sam e 
th in g m ay ha accom plished by using w ater 
glass ¡silicate of soda or potassa). 
In this 
case the chem ical action is different, b u t 
w hen it is com pleted th e pasted surface co­ 
here as perm anently as in th e preceding 
case.

from th e ceiling, was k ep t in m otion by a 
slave p ulling a cord. 
A n E nglish officer 
conceived the idea ol teaching th e langur 
to do th e w ork. 
H e took one o f th e spe­ 
cies and tied its b au d to the cord, w hile, by 
m eans of another c >rd, th e m achine wa3 
kept in m otion. 
T he m ovem ent o f th e 
cord is tip and down, and, o f course, th e 
m onkey’s hands, being tied, w ent up and 
dow n, and th e an im al saw the m otion of 
the m achine. 
Its m aster patted its head, 
and fed it w ith candy, arid the langur s >nn 
learned to th iu k it fun to w ork the m a ­ 
chine. 
W hen I was in M alabar securing 
specim ens of th is species. I saw thousands 
of them w orking the p u n k a, th e Indians 
having im m ediately p u t the anim als in 
captivity w hen they- saw th eir utility.-—

H enry George is a candidate for M ayor 
of New Y ork.

A R A ILR O A D ORGAN. 


O ur esteemed contemporary, the San 
Francisco Chronicle, whenever in an ill-hu- 
mor toward this journal characterizes it as 
a “railroad organ.” 
Judging by the con­ 
text in which this charge is used, we are 
disposed to think our contemporary under­ 
stands itself to he launching at us an op­ 
probrious epithet. 
W hether the charac­ 
terization is one im puting to us som ething 
disreputable, or w hether It is indeed com­ 
plim entary, depends entirely upon w hat is 
meant by a “railroad organ." 
If it simply 
means that we entertain no m alignant hos­ 
tility toward the railroad interests of this 
State, but th a t on the contrary we have 
sought by every legitim ate means to foster 
the development of the railroad system of 
the coast, we have every reason to he 
proud of the character of being a “rail­ 
road organ.” 
T he construction of an overland rail­ 
road from the Missouri river to tide water 
on the Pacific coast was the 
pioneer 
achievement of the grandest scheme of 
railroads ever projected aud carried into 
sn cessful operation in the history of the 
world. 
The completed and projected sys­ 
tem «f transportation by rail inland in 
the State of California and the other P a­ 
cific States has been a trium ph of enter­ 
prise, financial genius and executive abil­ 
ity, of which any man or set of men in 
any age of the world m ight well 1)0 proud. 
T heir achievem ents will hand their names 
¡jown to posterity to he loved, honored and 
remembered by men long after the ephem- 
erous demagogues of the time, w hether 
journalists or politicians, have been for­ 
gotten. 
The “ railroad question,” as it has been 
termed, has been forced into the attitude 
of a public issue, not because th e construc­ 
tion of railroad lines was a menace to the 
public w elfare; not liecause the railroad 
corporations have made unjust, or exorb­ 
itant or extortionate dem ands; not be­ 
cause the industries of the Pacific toast 
have not welcomed railroad construction ; 
not because the extension of the railroad 
system has not conferred life, activity and 
civilization upon all parts of our State ;

In modern times it is the 
great leading factor of commercial ex­ 
change. 
In ire infancy, inland transporta­ 
tion was carried 011 by pack animals, later 
by wheels; still later, by the slow, iraper- 
, feet and ccstlv method of waterways and 


but sooner or later th at im partial judgm ent 
and high sense of justice, inseparable from 
civilized life, regains its sway, and mis­ 
leading demagogism loses its power over 
the public mind. 
To th at calm, deliberate courage which 
is founded on the conviction of right, we 
are indebted for the continued expansion 
of the railroad system of this State, and 
the development of all the attributes of 
civilization which have attended th at ex­ 
tension. 
If, having early mastered the 
prim itive principles by which a fair ad­ 
justm ent of the rights of the shipper and 
the carrier alone could be reached, we have 
laid ourselves amenable to the charge of 
being a railroad organ, we accept the ap­ 
pellation with pride. 
If resistance to in­ 
sane onslaughts, which, if they had been 
as successful as their dishonest projectors 
designed, would have arrested the develop­ 
ment of the railroad system of the Pacific 
coast, makes us amenable to the charge of 
being a “ railroad organ,” we will wear the 
title w ith high pleasure, esteeming it an 
honorable badge of well-merited distinc­ 
tion. 
H appily, there is no railroad ques­ 
tion in the political issues of to-day, as 
that question has been understood in the 
past. 
H appily, the power of demagogues 
over the minds of the peopls has been 
neutralized hv the great and apparent 
good which the railroads of California are 
conferring upon its people. 
Our contem­ 
porary, therefore, is not either skillful or 
fortunate iu the selection of an epithet iq 
which to express its dyspeptic ill-nature; 
and, if it were intelligent upon the present 
condition of public sentiment, it would 
know, to its discomfort, th at charges of 
this kind, like blank cartridges, may be 
noisy in explosion, but harmless in execu­ 
tion.

ROOM ENOUGH. 


The recent m eeting of the International 
Convention of the Order of Locomotive 
Engineers very em phatically stamped its 
condemnation upon the efibrt to divert 
th at organization into political channels.

No one will justify oppressions 
com plained o f by candid and industrious w ork­ 
ingm en. 
The sim ple statem ent o f th eir ease 
will com m and public sym pathy an d approval. 
On the o th er b an d ,' the public at large will 
prom ptly condem n th e w illful destruction of 
property and the interruption of business. It is 
also prom pt to disapprove o f interference w ith 
private rights. 
There is room enough for every 
man in 11 country like this, and every man disposed 
to work must he allowed to find the chance. The 
w orkingm an of to-dav m ay be the capitalist five 
or ten years from now. 
He is interested in the 
considerate an d friendly adjustm ent of all in ­ 
dustrial questions. 


Eugene Lee, in the Current, defends the 
practice of impersonality in newspaper 
w riting. 
H e does well. 
Every now and 
then there is boomed upon the public a 
host of essays insisting upon personality, and 
legislators have gone so far as to propose 
laws to compel publicity of the name of 
the w riter of each article. 
Aside from 
being a censorship of the press ami op­ 
posed to republican institutions, they would 
be unwise. 
Very few, indeed, are the 
articles in any paper th at are purely per­ 
sonal. 
Most editorial w riting is the result of 
thought 
and 
joint 
action 
and con­ 
sultation between the writers and man­ 
agers on a paper that determ ine 
the 
policy of a journal. 
There is no decep­ 
tion, nor yet any concealment, in the 
w riter's impersonality. 
Individuality is, 
and should be, merged in journalism . 
The 
thought expressed should stand upon its 
own merits, being neither aided nor crip­ 
pled by the knowledge of the personality 
of the writer. 
The controlling minds of 
manager and editor-in-chief and principal 
w riters determ ine the tone of the voice of 
the journal. 
W hen littered, it is th at of 
the paper, and not of the person to whom 
was given the task of form ulating the ex­ 
pression. 
There is nothing but right, 
therefore, ia the impersonal custom. 
A 
w riter gains nothing, the public gains 
nothing, by the attachm ent of a name to 
the article presented—save in magazine 
articles, where the personality is the chief 
strength. 
The m ain interest in a news­ 
paper to the public is in its impersonal 
character. 
It reflects views of the m ulti­ 
tude— possibly of the m inority, but al­ 
ways of what we term the p u b lic; for a 
true newspaper is a rellex of public senti­ 
ment. 
It does not críate it, though it 
furnishes facts, and popujar opinion grows 
upon that basis largely. 
The paper's ex 
pression is an eflort to mold, but it does 
not create, public judgm ent. 
The news­ 
paper article Ls the concrete expression of 
the paper itself, not of the w riter merely, 
since the paper lives beyond and after 
him. 
In fact, to introduce the personal 
system would disabuse the charm that sur­ 
rounds the most of newspaper reading. 
The very fact th at what one rcatls does not 
ride upon a name, hut upon its own logic 
and reason and wit, is the chief reason for 
reading.

neglect of parents, on grounds stated, hut 
would urge pareftts to do their duty in 
affording the proper home education and 
influence. 

H errick and W heeler followed in 
discussion ol the topic, approving the views 
expressed.

The temporary bridge thrown over the 
chasm yawning between the Big Ten and 
Little Six factions of the Democratic party 
in this county—the city especially—was 
knocked away yesterday, and the rival sec­ 
tions are as far apart as they were before 
the Democratic State Central Committee 
endeavored to bring them together.

Mr. Chairman a nd Fellow-Citizeii* : Wearea;»- 
p roachiug an election 1'raugUt ivith grave conse­ 
quences— State, national aud local—and m o r­ 
der th at we m ay vote intelligently, let us cou- 
sider some o f th e issues involved. 
. 
First in im portance is the question of national 
politics. 
For tw enty-four years the Republican 
party controlled th e fortunes and destiny of the 
nation. W hen the helm of btate was first placed 
in the hands of the Republican party, w hen the 
grandst m an of this or any other age—the im ­ 
m ortal Lincoln—assumed the Presidential office, 
a civil w ar had been inaugurated w hich for four 
years raged w ith terrific violence—an d such a 
ivar has no parallel iu the page o f history. 
W hen it was determ ined and ended, it settled 
ior all tim e th e cause and ajtology for th e war. 
It settled th e question of tiie right oí a State to 
secede. 
It settled th at other question w hich 
laid beneath the doctrine of th e right of seces­ 
sion. to w it. th e question of slavery, and m ade 
another rebellion for any cause impossible for 
centuries to come. 
. 
At the conclusion of the w ar the national 
debt w as overw helm ing, th e national finances 
involved, the questions of reconstruction aud 
rehabilitation ot the seceding states an u n an ­ 
swered problem , aud it becam e the obvious duty 
ot the party w hich had restored the Union to 
reconstruct 
these disunited 
and dissolving 
Stales; and right well aud nobly they perform ed 
th eir assigned task. ¡Applause.] In th eir h e r­ 
culean task they were constantly and persist­ 
ently opposed by the Democratic party. 
W hen 
the X III. XIV. an d XV. am endm ents were pro­ 
posed and advocated by the Republican party, 
thev w ere alw ays confronted by the D em ocrats 
party. W hen the R epublican party had accom ­ 
plished its w ork of reconstruction, w hen its 
currency had becom e th e equivalent of gold, 
when i-eace aud prosperity bad returned to the 
late desolated land, we exhibited to the world 
the spectacle of the capacity and pow er of Re­ 
publican institutions, " a G overnm ent of the 
people, bv the people, and for the people."

I th in k it is fair to state 
the fact that iu ISM the state tax in California 
was 40 cents an d 2 m ills on the fl00; in 1SS5 it 
was increased to 51 cents, and in 1886 to 56 cents 
—all this under a Dem ocratic adm inistration.

V i 
Slate of California, at its Tw enty-6ix th 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hu n d red an d eighty-five, two- 
th ird s o f all th e m em bers elected to each of the 
tw o Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed th e following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten an d Eleven of Article 
T hirteen, of th e Constitution of the State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S ectio n 1. All property in th e State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u nder the laws of the 
U nited States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
T he word property, as used iu th is article aud 
section, is nereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; provided, 
th a t grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such as m ay belong to 
th e U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in this State, snail 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of th e realty; and, 
provided farther, th at railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten of this article; and, 
provided further, th a t th e Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for the exem ption from taxation o! snips 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled m 
this títate, or m ay tax such ships and vessels on 
th eir gros¿ or net ram in es, m lieu oí an ad val­ 
orem tax 
The Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in ca>e of credits >' cured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduc tion from credits of 
debts due to bona fid-» re-ideu?< of this fcia-e. 
Double taxation in any form i> prohibited. 


Sec. 8. T he Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer in this State to m ake and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real an d personal, except railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Ten of this article, owned 
dv such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on the j 
first M onday in M arch. 


8ec. 10. A ll property, except Tailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district iu whi:-h it is situated, iu the 
m anner provided by law. 
Every connotation 
and person ow ning o r operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in th is S ate, shall, ou or 
before the first day o f July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer sn an n u al tax of two and 
a h alf p e rc en t upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ith in this State, of such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon the thirty-first dav of Decem ber 
next preceding, w hich tax shall t»e in lieu of 
all o*.her State and county tfixes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of w ay, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated a-- a part of such railroad, and upon tHe 
shares of th e capital stock, and upon th e m ort­ 
gage*. deeds of trust, contracts o r other obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed aud taxed 
as o ther property Is assessed and taxed 
The 
gross annual eñniingrs earned during th e year 
ending ou th e thirty -first day ot D ecem ber’last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first dav of May thereafter, ascertained 
an d declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules aud regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board: provided, how ever, th at 
the B gisiature m ay at any tlm o pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroads are situaic-d partly w ithin thLs 
State and partly w ithout th is btate, th e groM a n ­ 
nual earnings thereof sh all lie ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


N othing in th is am endm ent shall affect any 
assessm ent or tax heretofore m ade or levied, or 
internal thereon, or any penalty heretofore in ­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessm ent, tax , interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adoption of 
this am endm ent, not inconsistent therew ith, 
shall rem ain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by th e Legislature. The first levy 
and paym ent of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be m ade in th e year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be. upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pn>- 
vided, for th e entire year o f eighteen hundred 
aud eighty-five. T axation for the fiscal year 
ending June th irtieth , eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five, is not affected by th is am endm ent.

“ AGAINST T IIE AMENDMENT N um ber O ue,’ 
w ritten or printed thereon.

SALE OF CALIFORNIA FRUIT AT 
THE EAST. 


E v ils o f P r e se n t M eth o d s—N ecessity 
for C on cert o f A ctio n B etw een 
S h ip p ers and G row ers. 


W e reproduce below an o th er letter from 
H . W einstock of th is city, w ritten to th e 
Paripc R ural Pro", from results o f his 
m atu re in t estimation of th e fru it m arket- 
m ark etin g question (luring his recent trip 
thro u g h o u t th e K astern m ark et area, for 
th is purpose. 
H e says : 
In h is last letter y o u r correspondent ad ­ 
vocated th e plan o f selling C alifornia fru its 
in th e E astern cities by an auction system , 
and endeavored to show th at such a m ethod 
w ould solve existing difficulties and in su re 
C alifornia grow ers a fair price and an ex­ 
tended m arket. Since th a t w ritin g h e has 
been in 
P h ilad elp h ia, 
M ilw aukee, 
St. 
P aul, M inneapolis, St. Louis, K ansas City, 
O m aha and Ilenver. stopping again on his 
w ay w estw ard at W ashington an d Chicago. 
In all these cities he took occasion to su b ­ 
m it th is plan to th e ju d g m en t o f as m an y 
w holesale an d retail fruit dealers as tim e 
w ould p erm it h im to interview . 
H e found 
m an y w ho a t first did n o t consider th e 
plan a good one, and w ho predicted failure 
if it should be tried. 
A free discussion, 
how ever, o f th e m erits of 
th e system 
w ould, as a rule, brin g about a decided 
change of opinion, an d m any of those w ho 
least favored tb e idea at its first m ention 
are now am ong its strongest advocates. 
AN UNPROFITABLE SHIPMENT. 
T he follow ing case in po in t w ill serve as 
an illustration : A m ong those w ho at first 
entertained w ith little favor th e id ea of 
selling California fruits at auction w as the 
w ell-know n firm o f Quackenboss & H a r­ 
low ,w ho are the St. P au l, M inn., agents for 
P orter Bros. Co., and are am ong the largest 
fru it dealers in the N orthw est. 
A day be­ 
fore th e arrival o f y o u r correspondent at 
St. P au l th is firm sold 100 single crates of 
San .Tose grapes at 50 cents per crate. T hese 
grapes arrived in a $000-rate passeDger car, 
an d w ere due in St. P au l F rid ay m orning, 
b ut ow ing to som e delays in tran sit the 
ear did n ot reach its destination u n til late 
S aturday afternoon. 
T h e grapes therefore 
could n o t be offered u n til th e follow ing 
M onday m orning. 
By th a t tim e they w ere 
in poor condition. 
T h e best of th em sold 
a t$ l a crate. 
Som e were sold at 75 cents, 
a n d by T h u rsd ay 400 single crates w ere yet 
on hand, w hich w ere gladly sold at 50 cents 
a crate. 
T h e account of th is un fo rtu n ate 
San Jose grow er w ill therefore stand as fol­ 
lows :

So th at in this one transaction th e grow er, 
in addition to th e total loss o f four to n s of 
grapes, w hich sh o u ld be w orth at least $40 
per ton, is o ut of pocket lor freight, crates 
and labor, $220, m aking a total of $JS0. 
A nalyzing the case, we find th a t th is great 
loss on com paratively so sm all a tran sac­ 
tion w as brought ab o u t by th e four follow ­ 
ing cau ses: 
. 
F irst—T h e 
hig h ly 
excessive 
freight 
charges of $000 p er car. 
Second—T h e delay in tran sit o f n early 
two days. 
T h ird —T h e fact th a t the fru it was o f an 
inferior quality, and 
F o u rth —Because th e present m ethod of 
selling perishable California iru its is en ­ 
tirely too slow . 
T hese causes can and should be rem e­ 
died. 
If a nroper quality o f fru it h ad been 
sent, w ith a freight rate o f $300 per car, 
w ith better railroad tim e and u n d er a sys­ 
tem w hereby C alifornia fruits w ould be dis­ 
posed of w ith in a few ho u rs after arriv al, 
th e Sail Jose fruit-grow er's statem en t w ould 
have stood as follow s :

ANOTHER UNFORTUNATE INSTANCE. 
T h e experience of th is u nfortunate San 
Jose g row er w as n o t m u ch worse th an th at 
o f th e firm o f w hich y o u r correspondent is 
a m em ber. 
in K ansas City th e w riter 
found th a t a day o r tw o before liis arrival 
n early 100 single crates o f his grapes had 
been sold at 50 cents a crate. 
‘•W ere th e grapes of an inferior q u a l­ 
ity ? ” was asked of tb e com m ission m an . 
“ No, on th e contrary they w ere above 
th e average.” 
‘‘D id they arrive in poor condition ?” 
“No, th ey reached us in excellent con­ 
ditio n .” 
“T hen how do jo n ex p lain th e ir being 
sold for b u t 50 cents, w hich involves a loss 
of about DO cents a crate?” 
“ W ell, I will tell you how they cam e to 
bo sold a t 50 cents a crate. 
A bout two 
weeks ago th e m ark et looked bare and 
clean, and we believed we could dispose of 
a carload of fruit to advantage. 
A ccord­ 
ingly, we quietly telegraphed our connec­ 
tions to th a t eiiect, b ut it w ould appear th a t 
our neighbors th o u g h t as we did and also 
w ired for carloads each, and as a conse­ 
quence. instead o f K ansas City receiving 
one carload th at week it received se v e ra l; 
the m ark et was th u s glutted, an d after 
carrying y o u r fru it for a week we were glad 
to get 50 cent3 a crate for it.” 
" H ow can you prevent a repetition of 
such a a occurrence?” 
" Aye, th ere's the ru b : we d o n ’t know 
how to prevent i t ; u nder existing condi­ 
tions. th is sam e th in g is likely to happen 
any Ja y in an y week of the season.” 


abuuikg th e auction. 
B u t to retu rn to o u r interview w ith 
Q usckenboss A H arlow , of St. P aul. 
“ No, sir, 1 do not th in k the plan o f sell­ 
ing C alifornia frails b y auction a good one, 
an d if tried I predict a total failure,” said 
a m em ber of th at firm to y o u r correspond­ 
ent. 
“ B ut w hy should th e plan of selling by 
auction not w ork as w ell w ith C alifornia 
fruits as it has for m an y years past w itli 
M editerranean fru its?” 
“ Because M editerranean fruits are n o t 
so perishable. 
M alaga grapes. for instance, 
are so packed th a t th ey w ill keep for sev­ 
eral m onths." 
“ T h at is quite true, b u t is it n o t also 
tru e th at tb e very fact of C alifornia fruits 
being m ore perishable is all th e stronger 
reason w hy they should be speedily sold, 
instead ot being h eld for an indefinite 
period in th e han d s ot th e com m ission- 
raan, aw aiting private sale? 
Besides, if a 
concert o f action is established betw een 
C alifornia grow ers an d shippers, th e supply 
can be so regulated as n o t to exceed th e 
dem and. T h e aggregate daily d em and for 
all E astern d istributing points can eerily 
be gauged, and carloads containing a 21- 
bour, or, a! m ost, a 48-bour supply, only 
can be dispatched from th e central sh ip ­ 
ping p o in t in California, and as all th is 
fruit, oy tlie auction system , w ould posi­ 
tively l>e sold on th e day of arrival, there 
w ould be n o decaying fru it left on h an d , as 
now , to depress prices of new arrivals on 
follow ing days.” 
“ T h at is at I very well, if you can get the 
buyers to a tte n d 'y o u r auctions, b u t, you 
see, th e buyers have for years been ed u ­ 
cated to look for foreign fruits at auction, 
hence tb ev do n o t now expect, in fact can­ 
not buy, them from first hands anyw here 
else; w hereas in C alifornia fruits it is dif­ 
ferent. 
T hey have alw ays been sold on 
com m ission an d at priv ate sale, a u d i t 
w ould be a long tim e before the trade 
would becom e reconciled to tb e idea of 
buying C alifornia fruits at auction. 
In the 
m eanw hile such fruits as w ould be offered 
in th a t way would, in th e absence of buy­ 
ers, be slau g h tered ." 
“ If hnye'rs have been educated to buy 
foreign fruits at auction, w hy m ay th ey not 
be educated to bnv C alifornia fruits in the 
sam e way ? I f th ere m u st be a beginning 
w hy not have th a t beginning as soon as 
possible? 
T here certain ly w as a p erioJ 
w hen foreign fruits were offered at auction 
for th e first tim e, an d it w ould ap p ear th at 
the foreign grow ers and shippers have h ap ­ 
pily outlived th a t ‘first tim e,’ an d for m an y 
years since have enjoyed a highly re m u ­ 
nerative m arket. Since th ey have pioneered 
th e w av and heve dem onstrated th a t selling 
by auction is the m ost equitable and profit­ 
able m an n er o f 
m arketing 
perishable 
fruits, w hy n ot profit by th eir w isdom 
an d experience? 
Y ou say, ‘ I t w ould tak e 
a long tim e before the trade w ould becom e 
reconciled to the idea of buy in g C alifornia 
..■■uits at auction.’ 
If only á portion o f the 
C alifornia fruits sen t E ast sh o u ld be sold at 
auction, and th e rem ain d er offered at p ri­ 
vate sale, it m u st be ad m itted th at th e plan 
w ould be crippled an d could n o t be m ade 
entirely successful. 
B ut w h at if C alifornia 


grow ers and 
. 
fruits shall be sold only by 
. 
n o t all buyers w ho m ust have California 
fruits to supply th eir trade be obliged to a t­ 
tend these auction sales or pay a profit to 
those w ho do attend, o r go w ithout Califor­ 
n ia fruits, and thus lose a valuable trade 
w hich m ust certainly drift into th e hands 
of m ore enterprising com petitors? 
If there 
was such an auction sale to-m orrow , and 
you needed California frnits, and could get 
them in no other way, do you pretend to 
say you w ould keep aw ay, know ing your 
neighbor w ould be present, and know ing 
th a t he w ould supply the trade you w ould 
be obliged to turn" aw ay em pty-banded 
from your doors?” 
'• W ell, I m ust ad m it th a t if I needed 
California fruits, as I certainly w ould, h av­ 
ing established a large trade on them , and 
could get them in no other w ay, 1 should, 
of course, attend such auction sales. 
B ut 
the question ¡3 : 
Can you get th e Califor­ 
n ia grow ers and shippers to agree to sell 
th eir fruits in th a t way, and w ould they be 
w illing to take th e risk of having th eir 
fru it slaughtered ?” 
“ W ould th e risk be as great under the 
present system ? 
Let us im agine th a t the 
p ian of selling all California fruits by auc­ 
tion was now in operation ; that th e C ali­ 
fornia grow ers and shippers had united, 
w ere enjoying a 5300-rate w ith fewer cars 
to the train than now , and th a t th eir trains 
w ere ru n n in g on passenger schedule in ­ 
stead of t i e present precarious and uncer­ 
tain 
tim e 
o f 
transit. 
U nder 
these 
circum stances, 
th e 
400 crates 
o f 
th e 
San 
Jose grow er, w hich you sold but 
yesterday for fifty cents a crate, w ould 
have 
reached 
St. 
P au l 
F rid ay 
m o rn ­ 
ing in place of late S aturday afternoon, w ith 
freight charges at 37) cents instead of 75 
cents per crate. U ranting even th at, from 
unavoidable causes, the train was delayed 
in transit and failed to reach its destination 
earlier th a n Saturday evening, th u s post­ 
poning th e sale u n til M onday m orning, is 
it n o t reasonable to suppose, w ith )he fruit- 
buvers from 100 m iles or m ore centered in 
your store on th at M onday m orning, and 
w ith th e n atu ral busines3 com petition and 
jealousies usually existing, th a t these 400 
crates w ould have sold for m uch m ore th an 
50 cents a crate ? T rue, th a t even as early 
as M onday iqorning this lot o f grapes was 
in poor condition, b u t it certainly w as in 
b etter condition than on the follow ing 
T hursday, and for th at reason alone w ould 
certainly have realized perhaps double the 
am ount you now hold to th e credit of the 
grow er. 
As for th e question w hether 
GROWERS AND SHIPPERS WILL AGREE 
To sell th eir fruits at auction, w hy should 
they not ? W hat protection have they now , 
and how could th e conditions be worse 
th an a t present ? 
H as it n o t been dem on­ 
strated th at w ith tw o factions in the field, 
viz.: the grow ers and th e shippers, the plan 
of shipping 15-carload lots at a tim e is 
highly disastrous ? 
A nd as a result has not 
th e F ru it U nion discontinued dispatching 
trains from Septem ber 13;h up to date, and 
have they not been sending from tw o to 
tiiree carloads daily at passenger rates? 
F urtherm ore, by th e present system is not 
the vast m ark et east of Chicago choked and 
lim ited, and has not C alifornia fru it in and 
w est of Chicago been brought into fierce 
com petition w ith itself w hile yet the prop­ 
erty of grow ers and shippers ? 
W hereas, 
if the proposed plan is p u t into operation, 
there is a strong probability th at th e com ­ 
bined influence of shippers and grow ers 
w ill secure better railroad term s am i im ­ 
proved transportation facilities ; w ill thor­ 
oughly develop tb e vast and alm ost u n ­ 
touched m ark et east of C hicago; 
will 
create the strongest com petition am ong the 
buyers, instead o f as now am ong tbe 
sellers, and by the holding o f prom pt auc­ 
tion sales im m ediately after th e arrival of 
th e fruit w ill insure a m in im u m loss of 
fru it by decay. 
H ence, w hen there is so 
m uch to gain and so little to lose, w hy 
should grow ers or shippers hesitate to unite 
and agree upon a uniform m ethod of sell­ 
ing all th eir fruits by au ctio n ?” 
“ A ll tbia is adm ittedly true, b u t m ay 
not th e fear of auction buyers com bining, 
in order to depress prices and to secure Cal­ 
ifornia fruits at tlieir ow n figures, keep 
shippers and grow ers from offering th eir 
frnits at auction ?” 
“ T hough it no doubt has been frequently 
attem pted, snch a thing as a com bination 
r.n th e part ot auction buyers has th u s far 
proven im possible on M editerranean fruits, 
and w ould prove equally im possible if a t­ 
tem pted against C alifornia fruits. 
A uction 
fruit sales are attended by from 50 to 300 
buyers, each equally anxious to secure the 
first choice. 
T his fact, together w ith the 
n atu ral com petition am ong city buyers, 
and the farth e r com petition betw een city 
and out-of-tow n buyers, m ake th e chances 
of com bination very slender, if not im pos­ 
sible.” 
A t th e close of this interview both m em ­ 
bers of the firm of Quackenboss & H arlow 
frankly ad m itted th at th eir opinions bad 
undergone a change, and they h ad com e to 
th e conclusion th a t selling California fruits 
by auction is the only proper way to m a r­ 
k et such products in the E ast. 


M R. PO R TER 'S VIEW S. 
W ashington P orter, o f P orter Bros Co., 
of Chicago, after thoroughly discussing the 
idea, spoke in substance as follows : 
*■ T be plan o f selling California iru its by 
auction ought to succeed, and is w orthy of 
a fair trial, provided : F irst, th at a concert 
o f action betw een grow ers and shippers is 
secured and both agree to sell only by au c­ 
tion : second, th at th e C alifornia m anage­ 
m ent so succ.-sfiiU y gauge this m arket th at 
the supplies f fruit forw arded to th e vari­ 
ous distributing points do n o t exceed the 
dem and. 
B n I should advise tb e growers, 
in any event, not to burn th e ir bridge be­ 
hind them . 
In o th er words, if they adopt 
the auction plan, let them be prepared w ith 
som e other m ethod to p u t into prom pt 
operation should this one fail.” 


OTHER FAVORABLE PO IN TS. 
T he policy th a t m ay be pm su ed under 
th e plan of selling by auction is such th a t 
shippers and grow ers m ay enjoy tlie widest 
possible latitude consistent w ith "regulated 
distribution.” 
T he prospective u n ited o r­ 
ganization of shippers and grow ers may,- 
through its directory, select as m any dis­ 
tributing points as in th eir ju dgm ent w ill 
thoroughly cover the E astern territory. 
A gents can be appointed at each o f these 
points, w ith instructions th at all fruit con­ 
signed to them shall be sold only by public 
auction. 
W here grow ers o r shippers 
have no 
preference, th e general m anager stationed 
at th e C alifornia shipping point shall use 
his best ju d g m en t an d forw ard shipm ents 
to tlie m ost desirable point, consigning 
them to the agent of th e U nion at th at 
place. 
B ut all grow ers or shippers should 
be perm itted, not alone to n am e shipping 
points b u t also their ow n consignees, and 
it should be the duty of th e general m an ­ 
ager to carry out such wishes, provided the 
shipm ents to certain points do n o t exceed 
th e dem and. 
To illustrate : If it should be 
found th at th e city o f D enver, for instance, 
can u-:-' to advantage b u t one carload a day, 
it should be the duty of th e m anager to so 
regulate shipm ents ih at not to exceed that 
q u an tity is forw arded to th a t point w ithin 
24 hours. T hese having a preference for 
D enver as a m arket and m aking th e earl­ 
iest application sh o u ld receive the first 
preference for space in tlie D enver car, and 
so ou, u n til th e car is filled, w hen further 
applications for space fur th a t point and on 
th a t day o f sh ip m en t m ust be denied. 
It 
m ay frequently happen th a t a carload of 
fruit shipped to any one point m ay contain 
a consignm ent to th e agent of th e F ru it 
U nion and several o th er consignm ents to 
various com m ission houses in the sam e 
place. 
These various consignees should 
place th eir letters o f advice in the hands ol 
som e one auctioneer w ho is to prepare a 
com plete catalogue, giving 
th e 
brands, 
quantities, varieties, and nam es o f con­ 
signees. 
T he entire carload is to be sold at 
th e sam e ho u r and (dace; th e auctioneer’s 
charges to be paid by th e com m ission 
house cut of h¡3 com m ission. 
A s a rule, it w ill be found tliat nearly all 
these E astern consignees, including the 
F ru it U nion agents, have a tow n and coun­ 
try trade of th eir own to supply. 
Accord­ 
ingly, these very consignees w ill also be­ 
com e bidders for tb e very fruits w hich by 
them are placed a t auction, an d w ill p ur­ 
chase, as jobbers, such fruit- as tb eir o r­ 
ders m ay call for. 
T hey w ill th u s occupy 
th e two-fold positions o f com m ission m en 
and jobbers—earning a com m ission as the 
one and a profit as th e other—thus afford­ 
ing them an opportunity to secure by for 
m ore satisfactory earnings than they now 
enjoy. 
A nd th u s th e plan is sure to m eet 
w kb tlieir approval and encouragem ent, 
w hich, in itself, is an im p o rtan t feature, as 
th e assistance o f th e E astern com m ission 
m en am i jobbers is very m aterial in th e de­ 
velopm ent of a m ark et for o u r fruits in the 
East, and thus, also, w ill a large and inllu- 
ential n u m b er of auction bidders be a t once 
secured, w hose presence and w hose interest 
in th e success of these auction sales w iii be 
a fair guarantee th a t th e fruits w ill briug 
m arket prices, 
j 
B y the plan now in op>er&-ion th e Eo°t- 
i era com m ission m en labor un d er serious 
; disadvantages, frequently receiving, w ith- 
1 out having bec-n consulted, m uch m ore o f 
I a k in d ancl variety o f fru it th an they can 
1 dispose of. 
T h is very fact has been one of 
j the chief causes for so m any ruinous re­ 
tu rn s. 
B y tbe auction plan, should any 
I E astern consignee receive a carload o f a 
I certain fruit, out o f w hich h e could use b u t 
! a fraction, he w ould buy at auction only as 


ders as could m ake use of it. 
T he plan of “ regulated distrib n tio n .” if 
intelligently carried out. w ould attord ship 
pers and grow ers alm ost a guarantee th at 
th eir fruits w ere not being shipped to an 
overloaded m arket—a point th at th u s far 
has never been possib’e o guard against. 
Still another favorable p oint m ight be 
m entioned in 
connection w ith 
auction 
sales. 
E ach shipper and grow er w ould re­ 
ceive w ith his returns a copy of th e printed 
catalogue containing th e prices realized for 
all fruits offered at that sale. 
T h is in it­ 
self w ould be a source of satisfaction, if not 
o f valuable inform ation, to all parties con­ 
cerned at this end of the line. 


GENERAL O PIN IO N ON T H E PROPOSITION. 
As before m entioned, your correspondent 
has subm itted tbe plan set forth to m any 
of the brightest, sharpest and m ost experi­ 
enced w holesale and retail fruit dealers in 
Chicago, 
B altim ore, 
W ashington, 
New 
Y ork, Boston, P hiladelphia, M ilw aukee, 
St. P aul, M inneapolis, St. Louis, K ansas 
City, O m aha and D enver. T h u s far he 
has m et b u t one w holesale dealer w ho, 
after th e m atter was th o roughly discussed, 
held to his opinion th at tb e plan could not 
be m ade a success. 
T his gentlem an, how ­ 
ever, w as unable, either by proof or reason­ 
ing, to point out w hy tlie plan w onld not 
succeed, no doubt expecting bis m ere as­ 
sertion, th at the plan w ould fail, ought of 
itself to be convincing. 


DISCUSSION DESIRED. 
It is earnestly hoped th a t the C alifornia 
fruit-grow ers and shippers w ill, at the State 
C onvention w hich is to m eet in Sacram ento 
in N ovem ber, thoroughly discuss this an d 
such other (dans as m ay be offered to 
rem edy existing serious evils. 
T be three 
points to be gained are low freights, quick 
railroad tim e and a thoroughly-regulated 
distributiqn of our fruits throughout the 
entire East. 
T he w riter firm ly believes th a t th e plan 
he advocates in these letters not alone em ­ 
braces these points, but also provides a 
practicable solution. 
If, in th e plan pro­ 
posed, there be any w eak or fatal spots, let 
those w ho m ay discern them prom ptly, 
point them out, and if they cannot he 
strengthened or overcom e, th e w riter w ill 
hold him self in readiness to support and 
advocate any better plan th a t others m ay 
be enabled to present.

and as cariosity is quite as prevalent a 
social curse as ever it was, o f course you 
have, in your tu rn , to su rrender your h and 
for investigation. 
L et m e at once adm it 
th a t the requisite m anipulations of one's 
hand by a fair experim enter are not alto­ 
gether unp leasan t to th e corpus vile, and 
one does not m ind hearing a little harm less 
nonsense about ‘‘lines of life.” “ m ounts 
of Ju p iter and M ercury,” “ stars,” “crosses,” 
and th e like ; b u t I do no t like to be told th at 
m y finger-tips are "quarrelsom e,” and w hen 
th e young iadv gravely raising lier eyes to 
m ine says:

A Great Surgical O peration. 
Before an audience ol tiOO students of 
Jeflerson M edical College, and a num ber of 
th e m ost distinguished physicians o f this 
city, 1’roftssor S. YV. Gross. M. D., per­ 
form ed one o f tbe m ost w onderful opera­ 
tions in surgery, successfully rem oving a 
stone from th e kidney. T be w onderful part 
o f the case was th e great diagnostic ability 
show n by the doctor in not only determ in­ 
ing th e charac'er, b u t in locating the dis­ 
ease. 
T h e history of the case is as follow s: 
F o r four years th e patient, Mr. R oberts, of 
th is State, had consulted num erous p h y si­ 
cians, b u t failed to find relief. 
In every in ­ 
stance tlie diagnosis has been wrong, and, 
of course, the suffering m an kept getting 
worse. 
A bout a week ago be sought Dr. 
Gross, Professor o f Surgery at Jeflerson. A 
careful and m inute exam ination was m ade, 
an d the case proved so interesting th at Mr. 
Roberts w as asked to com e before th e class 
for fa rth e r diagnosis. Last S aturday, there­ 
fore, Dr. Gross declared th e m an to be suf­ 
fering from stone in the kidney. T hen the 
location and kind of stone were stated by 
the learned physician. 
W ednesday was then set for the rem oval 
of thesubstance. H ardly ever before had so 
large a crowd o f students or such a dis­ 
tinguished num ber of physicians and su r­ 
geons gathered in th e am phitheater of the 
hospital. Dr. Gross was assisted in th e deli­ 
cate and difficult operation by Dr. Jo h n 
B rinton, w ho share3 th e chair of surgery at 
Jefferson, and by D r. O rville H orsritz, dem ­ 
onstrator o f anatom y, and chief o f th e sur- 
t 
ical clinic. A bout 1 o'clock th e patient was 
rougbt in to the arena, and, after a few 
brief r*m arks by D r. Gross, th e operation 
was begun. 
Tlie incision was m ade under 
tb e border of tb e tw elfth rib, and then 
through the recter spini m asse and qttadra- 
tor lum boruui m uscles. T he capsula of k id ­ 
ney w as then opened, and a long probe 
being passed through the opening, the stone 
was detected in tb eex act part of the kidney 
nam ed by D r. Gross in bis diagnosis o f the 
case. 
T he knife w as then passed further, 
tb e pelves o f th e kidney w as opened and 
the stone was rem oved. 
T hus the first op­ 
eration of the kind ever know n was su c­ 
cessfully perform ed. 
F rom the bottom of 
th e w ound a drainage tube was placed, and 
th e dressing was antiseptic, as tb e whole 
operation h ad been. 
T h e p atien t up to an 
early h o u r this m orning w as doing very 
well, and w ill recover in a short tim e.— 
1 hilaJelphia IVcss, October lith .

b u t attem pting to blacken the character of

T o accom plish th is the 
public school system should be preserved, 
protected and extended, un til its ennobling 
influence penetrates to every hearthstone 
and increases th e usefulness of every per­ 
son. 
T he R epublican party declares its 
firm belief th a t co-operation am ong labor­ 
ers is for tbe best interests o f society ; that 
w hile capital is entitled to all safeguards 
necessary to induce its generous invest­ 
m ent, and w hile assaults upon social order 
proceeding from persons falsely represent­ 
ing them selves as friends of labor m ust be 
sternly repressed, th e R epublican party 
w ill never sanction any legislation w hich 
w ould restrict wage-eariters from co-oper­ 
ating and org-nizing for th eir general pro­ 
tection and advancem ent, but, on the con­ 
trary, will enact liberal law s fostering and 
encouraging co-operation. 
Resolved. T h at all law -abiding citizens of 
the U nited States, be they native or foreign 
born, are equally entitled to th e protection 
of our laws, and we are opposed to tbe im ­ 
m igration of all persons not in sym pathy 
w ith this G overnm ent and th e principles 
on w hich it is founded. 
Resolved T h at we are irrevocably ill favor 
of im m ediate action on th e p art of C or- 
grcss and tbe P resident to secure the abro­ 
gation of tbe B urlingam e.treaty, to b e fol­ 
lowed by such legislation as w ill prohibit 
the fu rth er im m igration of Chinese. 
It points w ith ju st pride to th e fact th at 
the R epublican Senate of th e U nited States, 
by unanim ous vote, has passed a bill for 
the restriction of Chinese im m igration, and 
denounces the action o f th e D em ocratic 
H ouse o f R epresentatives for refusing its 
concurrence in a m easure universally de­ 
m anded by th e people of th is coast, and 
w hich is necessary for th e protection and 
elevation of free labor. 
Resolved, T h at th e interests of free labor 
dem and that tbe em ploym ent and p atro n ­ 
age of Chinese should be discouraged by 
all lawful m eans, and to this end we ear­ 
nestly solicit th e hearty co-operation of 
every citizen of tills State. 
Resolved, T h at we are in favor of th e p ro ­ 
tection and elevation of A m erican labor, 
and opposed to any legislation w hich tends 
to degrade or cheapen it. and we recom ­ 
m end th e em ploym ent of convict labor in 
such pursuits as w ill not bring the sam e 
into injurious com petition w ith free labor. 


I I .— IRRIGA TION . 
One of tb e m ost im p o rtan t questions 
soon to be considered by tb e people o f Cal­ 
ifornia is th e proper utilization of its w ater­ 
courses for th e purpose o f irrigation, and 
w hen tliia great w ork is accom plished cu r 
S tate w ill support per acre a greater popu­ 
lation th an any other State in the U nion, 
and fertilize and fiil w ith prosperity vast 
dom ains otherw ise dediea'ed to perpetual 
barrenness. 
T he 
R epublican party ap ­ 
proaches this great question w ith a caretu! 
deliberation, not less grave th an tb at which 
it lias debated and happily determ ined 
other m om entous subjects, in th e confident 
expectation, th a t if intrusted w ith tlicpow er 
so to do, it w ill enact such law s as w ill 
secure and receive the approval of the peo­ 
ple, and it here affirm s as follow s: 
F irst—It is in favor o f th e im m ediate 
passage of a law declaring th a t henceforth 
no rights to w ater shall be acquired w hich 
will in any m anner obstruct tbe State in 
tb e control thereof w henever it shall see 
proper to exercise such control. 
Second—I t is in tavor o f th e passage of 
law s w hich w ill prevent th e m onopolizing 
of th e w aters o f th e State an d prom ote 
th eir utilization to th e greatest extent pos­ 
sible. 
T h ird —In the passage o f an y law s npon 
this subject individual rights m ust be pro­ 
tected, but if those rights are found to 
interfere w ith effectuating a ju s t d istrib u ­ 
tion o f w ater and its utilization by th e peo­ 
ple upon equal term s, then such rights 
should be condem ned an j taken for public 
use, undt r the sam e principles upon w hich 
all private property is condem ned and 
tike.u for public use, npon com pensation 
being m ade therefor. 
F o u rth — W e dem and an am endm ent to 
th e C onstitution w hich w ill perm it such 
local and special legislation as m ay be 
necessary to effectuate these purposes. 


I I I . — TAXATION. 
T b e S uprem e C ourt of th e U nited States 
having failed to determ ine w hether or not 
th e m ethod o f taxing railroad corporations 
declared by o ur State C onstitution is in 
conflict w ith th e Coflsti tution of th e U nited 


States, we are w ithout an authoritative rule 
w hich m ight otherw ise relieve the question 
o f its present em barrassing com plications, 
and this subject requires of our Legislature 
and E xecutive m ost careful and deliberate 
action. T he gravity o f this m atter puts it 
on a plane above th e range of party poli­ 
tics, and dem ands tb e serious attention of 
tb e best-thinking people o f th e State. 
In 
this respect, and in all others, we favor 
equal and ju st taxation for the m aintenance 
of th e G overnm ent, and affirm th a t all 
should pay a full share of the public taxes 
fairly due and in accordance w ith th e broad 
principles o f equity. 


IV .— VITICU LTU RE AND HORTICULTURE. 
Resolved, T h at tbe prosperity of our viti- 
cultural and horticultural industries is of 
p aram ount im portance to this State. 
In 
order to encourage their rapid im prove­ 
m ent and a freer expansion of trade in 
dom estic and foreign m arkets, to prevent 
unjust discrim ination in favor o f foreign 
products, a revision ■ l th e interna! revenue 
laws and am endm ents to the ta: Iff a:e de­ 
m anded as of im m ediate necessity to our 
people, and the L egislature should, by suit­ 
able legislation, provide for the effective 
exterm ination of "all fruit pests. 


V.— HARBOR DEFENSES. 
Resolved, T h at the R epublican party earn ­ 
estly urges upon th e Federal G overnm ent 
the im m ediate necessity o f fortifying the 
principal seaports o f the nation in such a 
m anner as to protect th e national honor 
and the property and territory o f the peo­ 
ple from foreign invasion. 


V I.— T H E WOOL IN TEREST. 
W e dem and in behalf of the great wool- 
grow ing interest of o u r S tate a restoration 
of th e wool tariff of 18(17, and denounce 
the recent attem pt of th e D em ocratic m a­ 
jority in the national H ouse of R epresent­ 
atives to pass th e M orrison bill reducing 
tiriff duties and placing wool on the free 
list. 


V II.— TH E PRESENT STATE ADM INISTRATION. 
W e denounce th e present State A dm inis­ 
tration as m ost w asteful and incom petent. 
Its weakness, extravagance and vacillating 
policy bas brought reproach upon th e fair 
fam e of C alifornia. 


V I I I.— EXTRA SESSION. 
W e recognize th e great tru th th a t no 
governm ent can be republican in form u n ­ 
less the three departm ents—legislative, ju ­ 
dicial and executive—are 
separate and 
independent, th e one from tlie other. 
W e 
declare that th e calling o f an extra session 
of th e L egislature for th e purpose ot re­ 
versing a decision o f the S uprem e Court of 
th e Slafe has no parallel in tbe history of 
this country ; 
th a t th e policy w hich dic­ 
tated it was un-A m erican an d revolution­ 
ary, and that no words o f censure can ade­ 
quately characterize this attem p t to destroy 
th e independence of a co-ordinate brunch 
of the G overnm ent. 
T he R epublican party subm its its platform 
and its candidates to the intelligence and 
the patriotism of the people, and invoke to 
th eir support all, w ithout regard to past 
affiliation, w ho desire ju st laws, good gov­ 
ernm ent, peace and security. 
T ru e to its 
m ission, it will bring to the solution o f the 
im portant subjects involved broad, states­ 
m an lik e and equitable m ethods. 
B orn to 
protect hu m an rights, it never can be 
brought, by an y 
argum ent or by any 
pressure, to deprive any one of a right, 
how ever sm all, w ithout aw arding ju st com ­ 
pensation.

The New /ca la m i Eruption. 
In a prelim inary report on th e recent 
volcanic eruptions in New Z ealand, the 
G overnm ent geologist traces th e origin of 
th e disturbance to th e penetration of a 
large q u an tity of w ater to intensely heated 
rocks com paratively n ear th e earth ’s su r­ 
face. 
T he focus of th e disturbance ex ten d ­ 
ed from tlie n o rth end of th e T uraw era 
range on a line ru n n in g southw estw ard 
from seven to ten m iles and stretching 
across the depression w hich had bet n occu­ 
pied 
by Lake R otom ahana. 
T he first 
phase of the outbreak com m enced w ith an 
eruption at th e n o rthernm ost of th e three 
sum m its of the range, was followed in a 
few m inutes by a m ore violent eruption 
from tbe second sum m it, and q uickly cul­ 
m inated in a terrific explosion a t the south 
end of tbe range w hich seem s to have 
blow n aw ay a section o f tb e m ountain 
m easuring 2(Xk) 
by 500 feet 
and 
300 
feet deep, th e debris being scattered over 
th e country for m an y m iles. 
T he second 
an d m ore disastrous phase began nearly 
two hours later than tbe first, and was 
m arked by th e outburst of an im m ense 
volum e o f sieam front tb e site of R otom a­ 
h an a lake. 
A t this tim e was form ed th e 
m ost rem arkable feature of the entire o u t­ 
break—a great fissure, som e six or eight 
m iles long, perhaps, ru n n in g from the 
m ountain near the first rent across the site 
of th e lake, and including several pow erful 
geysers. 
S?en through the steam , the bot­ 
tom of this fissure seem s to be m ade up of 
boiling m tnl-pools. 
T he m atter throw n 
from tbis chasm was in great q u an tity . 
P um ice tam l so thickly covered som e forty 
m iles of country as to obliterate rnaay n at­ 
ural features and bide every trace of vege­ 
tation. w hile an entirely different d e p o s it- 
one o f m u d -c o v e re d everything over a 
considerable area, reaching a depth of a 
foot at Wait- a. four m iles aw ay. F in e 
ilti-t w as tarried at least 12u m iles. 
No 
lava was ejected. 


A 
Good Mitogistmn. — T he 
O roville 
Register lias !hi- ~i -.¡bie suggestion: W ould 
it not pay the business m en o f this tow n— 
or any other—to m eet occasionally and 
talk over w hat m easures could be advoca­ 
ted to help forw ard the prosperity of the 
I !a 'c. 
T h e business m en are those m ost 
interested in the progress and future grow th 
of a tow n. 
If they w ould m eet once in 
three m onths and publicly discuss w hat 
roads it w ould be a benefit to open, w hat 
new eu ’irprises are needed in th e tow n,

E l e c t r i c F o o t W a r m e r s .—T he acetate 
of soda foot w arm ers now used for railw ay 
cars gradually becom e cool by radiation, 
b u t M. Tomas’si, a F rench electrician, pro­ 
poses to keep them up to a certain tem per­ 
ature by m eans o f the beat due to an elec­ 
tric cu rren t traversing a hig h resistance. 
O nly th e heat lost by radiation is thus com ­ 
pensated for, so th a t the original high tem ­ 
perature is obtained on the cheaper plan of 
beating by a fire—or rather, by plunging 
the w arm ers in boiling w ater. 
T be cu r­ 
ren t em ployed to m aintain th eir heat is to 
be supplied by. a dynam o driven oft an 
axle ot the train, and tb e circuit passes 
through ali the w arm ers. 
A sim ple device 
allow s of tbe foot w arm er being tiirow r out 
of circuit should ft becom e unbearably hot. 
T h e plan w ill req u ire fewer foot w arm ers 
th an are now used, since it w ill be u n n e­ 
cessary to change them during a lengthy 
journey. 
T his com bination of fire and 
electric heating i?, perhaps, m ore likely to 
be successful for tlie present th an a purely 
electrical arrangem ent. 
W arm ers on the 
latter plan w hich have been devised are of 
feeble pow er.

T h e legend which tells th e Japanese story 
o f creation is as beautiful and poetic as any 
of th e q u ain t m yths o f N orselam l, or those 
of the classical G reek m ythology. 
It states 
th at " beyond tb e farthest star in the sky 
the gods and goddesses live. 
T hey created 
all things. 
T he sun, the lair m oon, all the 
bright stars and our world, too, were from 
th eir hands. 
T hey peopled all these w ith 
an infinite variety o f m en, w om en and 
other living things. 
Light, air and water, 
th e golden rice and w heat, the brow n m il­ 
let and the luscious fruits, the b right plow 
and spade to stir the fertile earth an d the 
patient burden-bearing horse and ox liad 
bfou given them for th eir use and h ap p i­ 
ness. 
Love had been created, and on 
countless w hile w'ng-* had been sent every­ 
where as a priceless and crow ning gilt to 
tbeir e eu itres.” 


THE DZAUTIFUL GODDESS. 
“ At a tim e long after all ibis had been 
done,” so the legend runs, “ tbere w as a 
goddess so radiantly beautiful as to inspire 
m any gods w ith love for h e r ; 
but she re­ 
fused all but one, and him she loved and 
accepted.

She dipped her 
crystal spear in tb e glistening sands, and 
from tb e drippings of its jew eled poin t site 
m ade those gem s of ocean, th e Japanese 
islands. 
A LABOR OF I.OVE. 
“ W ith an infinity of patient and loving 
labor she raised tiie high m ountain ranges 
and th e lofty cone-shaped peaks ; she hoi- 
lowed out th e deep, w ide valleys, form ed 
the long sloping hillsides, and sm oothed 
the broad plains th a t border th e ocean. 
F rom her m agic spear and skillful hand 
cam e th e high shore line, indented w ith 
deep bays, w inding inlets and sheltered 
h a rb o rs; th e long stretches of 
pebbly 
benches w here the clear w aters rise and 
recede, and the overhanging cliffs, against 
w hich the great w hite-capped waves cease­ 
lessly beat.

groves, filled the valleys w ith a bright and 
iragrant flora, and th e clear fountains h ad 
bubbled forth to form th e rills th a t m u r­ 
m u r th eir w ay to th e great rivers w hich 
divide th e green o f th e valleys like ribbons 
o f silver dow n to th e sea ; w hen th e infi­ 
n ite variety o f feathered form s h ad m ade 
th e groves choral w ith m elody, th en she 
b ro u g h t h er lover to th is new island hom e, 
and there they lived, and the children of 
th eir love becam e tb e first o f th a t chosen 
race, the Japanese. 
T here thro u g h untold 
tim e she has been venerated and w or­ 
shiped as th eir prim al m o th er and the 
guardian angel of love a n d m ercy. 
On 
every hill and m o untain side she has 
shrines, b u ilt in em bow ering groves, w here 
lovers plead for h er intercession and bless­ 
ing. 
Once each year of tbe unspeaking 
centuries th a t have gone she has bad a 
festal day, on w hich all h er descendants 
have met" at h e r shrines, crow ned her im age 
w ith garlands o f flowers, and chanted this 
story o f h er loving labor.” 


Old Sanford. 
A touching story com es to us from the 
S outh illustrative o f th e close relations 
w hich existed betw een m any o f th e better 
class of slave-holders anil the better class 
of slaves. 
In 18(13 Colonel A. Cam pbell, 
th e ow ner of large sugar plantations in 
Louisiana, found tb a t it w as im possible to 
receive th e m oney due him from his con­ 
signees in N ashville, th e B ars Li ing draw n 
closely betw een tbe secti 'its. .“ •■viral other 
p lan ters w ere in th e sam e p. sir.on. 
T h eir 
debtors, they knew , were ready and w illing 
to pay, but there was i. > safe %v ty o f tran s­ 
m itting th e m oney. 
A ny S outhern m an 
w ho crossed the blockade was liable to be 
h u n g as a spy. 
Colonel Cam pbell called 1 is ta o 'h e r cred­ 
itors together. 
“ I know ■ t >i m essenger 
w hom I am w illing to tru st.” he said. " H e 
is m y old body servant Sanford. You m ust 
ju d g e for yourselves w hether you w ill do 
tiie sam e.” 
Sanford was a slave. 
T he m oney in all 
am ounted to sixty thousand dollars. Y ears 
before th e old m an, w ho was a M ethodist 
preacher, bad lectured h is young m aster on 
the wicke luess of holding slats s. 
" H e ’s an original A bolitionist,” said 
Colonel C am pbell now , “ and as soon as 1st 
enters N ashville h e w ill be surrounded by 
hundreds of slaves flying to th e N orth. 
Should he steal the m oney and escape, he 
w ould be free and rich for life. 
B ut 1 w ill 
tru st him to com e back.” 
I t w as a desperate chance. 
B ut partly 
because, perhaps, tb e m oney could not be 
got in any other way, the o th er planters 
resolved to take th e chance. 
“ On de fust of de ntont you can look fob 
m e, Mara Aleck. 
I f f don’t com e den, you 
m ay reckon old Sanford as dead? 
Sanford entered N ashville w ith crow ds 
of negro refugees, and for s > ue days 
could n o t succeed in gaining tin interview 
w ith his m aster's creditors. 
H e finally 
succeeded, pre-'onttd his letter, and reci ived 
tbe n u m y , w hich Lu sewed up in h is 
collar. 
As th e m onth passed, the other creditors 
becam e uneasy. 
Every day Colonel C am p­ 
bell drove anxiously out the road by which 
Sanford m ust com e, but in vain. 
On the last eve of tb e m onth, a tattered, 
lim p in g figure cam e in sight. 
' H y att's (lc m oney, Mars Aleck I C ount 
deni bills, sa lt!” 
Said the old m an, w ith 
justifiable pride. 
T his incident is true in every detail.— 
Sunday States. 


Several Versions of an Old Yarn. 
A w eli know n capitalist, says Harper's 
Weekly, sat dow n to play a gam e of cards 
w ith tb e P resident of a railroad com pany. 
A fter th e gam e was finished tiie President 
unfolded carefully a piece of brow n p ip er, 
w rapped up I lie cards, and returned them 
to his pocket. 
"A person of so e conom ical 
a tu rn of m ind m u st m anage Ids railroad 
sagaciously,” th o u g h t the capitalist, and 
tlie sam e day b e bought 1,000 shares of the 
railroad stock. 
T he investm ent proved 
very profitable, for tb e stock has been ris­ 
ing ever since. 
O ur ow n inform ation is tb a t Harper's

on th e cars, asked him if h e w ould tak e a 
band at w hist. 
T be railroad President 
burst into tears, protested th a t h e did not 
know one card from another, and begged 
th a t he m ight n o t be tau g h t. 
T he well 
know n capitalist prom ptly apologized, and 
a t the n ex t station got out and telegraphed 
an order for tb e thousand shares in ques­ 
tion. 
T his account of th e transaction 
com es to us from an uncle by m arriage of 
th e first w ile o f a m an w hose brother is an 
in tim ate friend of a brakem an on the Bal­ 
tim ore St O hio R ailroad. 
It is oDly fair to 
state, how ever, th a t in W estern railroad 
circles still an o th er version of tb e m atter is 
current. 
T hey affirm th a t th e w ell know n 
capitalist joined the railroad P residen t in a 
parlor car en route for Chicago. 
T he well 
know n capitalist 
suggested 
progressive 
euchre. 
A n expression o f pain parsed 
over the fa.-eof the railroad President us he 
re p lie d : 
“ I ’ll give von a thousand shares 
of railroad stock if you’ll excuse m e.” H e 
was excused on theso term s. 
W e present 
these several vetsion3 as th ey com® to us 
in the interest o f th e tru th of history.— 
New York Tribune. 


Form ation o f Diam ond Mines. 
A nd now the m ost interesting questions 
present them selves : H ow did th e South 
A frican diam onds ever get th ere? 
H ow 
m nch deeper are we going down ? 
A re 
diam onds going to be found in as largo 
quantities a s a t p resent? T here are vari­ 
ous theories as to how these m ines have 
been form ed, but all agree in attrib u tin g 
them to volcanic action. 
T hey are ail 
funnel-shaped, tb e sides of tb e funnel be­ 
in g com posed of a dense igneous rook, 
know n in m iners’ parlance as “ reef.” It is 
of a soapy natu re, easily acted npon by th e 
atm osphere, consequently m ost dangerous, 
as large pieces, in som e instances w eighing 
hun d red s of ton?, get detached. 
T here are 


no m eans of sh o rin g it up, an d w ithout 
w arning these enorm ous slices w ill slide off 
in to th e w orking portion o f th e m ine, b u ry ­ 
ing th e claim s and som etim es killin g the 
em ployees, 
T he w hole o f th is tu n n el is 
filled "with th is “ b lu e ” ground, th e reef 
sloping at various angles, b u t on at' aver­ 
age o f one in fifteen. 
T h e theory is, th a t 
in tim e the sides of th e reef w ill m eet at 
som e great depth, supposed by som e to be 
1,000 feet, by others m o re; an d th at then 
we shall arrive at tbe ap ertu re form ing the 
bottom of th e funnel. 
W h ith e r th at hole 
w ill again expand in to a fu rth er cavity, is, 
of course, m atter for speculation. I t should 
be rem em bered th at tb ed iam o n d s were not 
form ed w here they are now found. 
T b e hot liq u id co n taining tbe diam onds 
was forced by som e great cataclysm o f n a ­ 
tu re th ro u g h the solid earth, th e bnlgings 
in th e sides of th e m ines being very soft 
and shaly, show ing w h e n tbe rock was not 
sufficiently hard to resist tb e enorm ous 
pressure. 
N o w it has been observed th a t in 
K im berley there m ust have been ten d is­ 
tinct u p h eav als; 
in D utoitspan, tw enty- 
live; in B ultfontein, th ree or four, an d in 
De Beers three ; 
and th is has been proved 
b y th e varying n atu re o f tbe ground. 
If 
one U pheaval only hail tak en place, the 
center of the funnel w ould have contained 
one particu lar kin d of soil. 
As the m iners 
go deeper a great alteration is noticed in 
th e character o f th e soil. 
T hey have actu 
allv found pieces o f th e top reef and top 
soil at a depth of 40(0 feet. 
T h is show s 
th a t in the succeeding upheavals vacuum s 
were form ed, an d the w hole funnel becam e 
in a state of tu m u lt, th e upper layers o f ox ­ 
idized earth retu rn in g to tb eir an cien t 
depths to give place to the o th er carbona­ 
ceous m atter w hich, by successive exposure 
to th e atm osphere, becam e oxidized, and 
assum ed the yellow color seen so frequently 
in th e heaps an d em b an k m en ts of rejected 
debris.— Longman s Magazine. 
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To Grow P lants from Cuttings. 
T h e old w ay o f rooting cuttings in a 
sm all glass bottle filled w ith w ater is a 
good m ethod w h en a hot-bed cannot be 
used, b u t tb e b o ttle sh o u ld n ot stan d so 
close to th e w indow as to becom e hot, and 
th u s scald th e rootlets. 
A little cotton or 
wool w ithin th e rim o f the bottle w ill pre­ 
vent evaporation. 
In two o r th ree w eeks 
tb e roots w ill be p len tiful, and th en tbe 
cuttings m ay be transferred to th u m b pots, 
or if th e season suits, into beds. 
As each 
cuttin g is tak en from th e bottle, dip the 
roots in to a little w arm sand u n til each 
fiber is coated : tb is w ill keep them apart 
and prevent w ilting. 
If pots are used, 
nearly fill them w ith a rich sandy com post, 
an d press it to th e sides, so as to leave 
room in th e center. 
P u t th e roots in 
gently, an d give th e p lan t a little tw ist to 
spread th e roots, or separate them w ith a 
hair-pin. 
T hen p u t in m ore soil and press 
it about tb e roots. 
T ig h t pressing is one 
o f th e secrets o f success in raising p lan ts 
from cuttings. 
W ater the young plants 
well, an d shade them at first front the sun. 
C uttings can also be started in pots of 
sandy com post, w ith a glass tu m b ler over 
them to confine the m oisture, and keep 
them from the sun tw o or three days, th en 
place the pots in th e w arm est w indow , ex ­ 
posed to the southeast. 
W et sand is also 
good for grow ing cuttings, and th ey will 
start quicker th an in com post. 
A shallow 
pan is preferable; lill it up w ith san 1 (not 
sea sand) sopping wet, th en press in the 
cuttings tig htly, and keep them wet. W hen 
new leaves show llietnselves, in tw o or 
th ree days, tran sp lan t in to pots tilled w ith 
light sandy loam . 
A fter shading a day or 
two they should have am ple su n sh in e and 
sufficient w ater to keep them m oist. 
C ut­ 
tings tak en from the fresh grow th of a plan t 
strik e best. 
I t is b etter to break off a 
branch of geranium th a n cut it (if it breaks 
easily). 
C uttings of roses, heliotrope, etc., 
w ill "grow better if tak en off at th e ju n ctio n 
o f th e old and new wood, an d should be 
cut off ju s t below a (joint or bud, as the 
roots start from th a t p o in t; an d if a bud is 
not left n ear or close to tb e base, th e cu t­ 
tin g is liable to decay in th e soil.—Scientific 
American.

SWISE 
THICKLY 
INFESTED 
WITH THEM. 


I n f e c t i o n 
B etw een H u m an B ein g s 
a n d S w i n e —In terestin g F a cts 


U p o n t h e S u bject. 


A sample of infected meat, cut from a 
slaughtered swine, was sent, a few days 
since, to the Recobd-Unio.v office by Mr. 
Duden, of I-atrobe. The lean portion of 
the meat was filled with white, globular­ 
shaped objects of the size of pearl barley. 
Accompanying the specimen was a note 
stating that the strange sam ple of meat was 
cut from a hog weighing 200 pounds, which 
had been fattened on bran, middlings, etc., 
and was killed upon a m ountain ranch 40 
miles from I.atrobe; also, that the small, 
white, egg-shaped objects in the flesh ap­ 
peared throughout the entire hog from 
head to tail. 
Upon receipt of the speci­ 
men at the R e c o r d - U n i o n office, it was 
handed to M atthew Cooke, practical ento­ 
mologist, who makes the following state­ 
m ent : 
REPORT OF MATTHEW COOKE. 
Eds. R ecord-U n i o n : 
I have examined 
the piece of pork subm itted by you, and 
find the m uscular tissues thickly infested 
by a species of tape-worm in the larval 
state. The portion containing the m uscular 
tissues measured five and one-half cubic 
inches, in which there were fifty-one em ­ 
bryo tape-worms. They are generally known 
as cystic worms, bladder-wortus, etc , and 
the meat thus infested is popularly known 
as “ measly pork”—a very inappropriate 
nam e in 
the 
present 
case. 
Of the 
m eat examined there was about three- 
fourths of an inch of fat next to the rind or 
skin. The fatty part is free front para­ 
sites. in cutting open the lean meat there 
appear white globulai particles resembling 
pearl barley in size and color. 
T his is a 
nucleus which is inclosed in a sac, con­ 
structed of transparent m em brane and sur­ 
rounded hv a liquid basing granulated 
particles 
floating 
through 
it. 
The 
sack is found imbedded in the m uscu­ 
lar tissues, is oval in form and about 
the size of an ordinary grain of wheat. 
There extends a small tube-like appendage 
front each cell, nearly one-fourth of an inch 
in length, in which there" is a brown, 
thread-like substance. 
In one tube the 
colored substance is clubbed at the apex, 
resembling a m iniature head, as seen under 
the microscope. 
Therefore, the disease 
cannot be measles, as it is purely parasitic, 
and could only be introduced into the sys­ 
tem of the pig by eating the fecundated ova 
ot one of the species of tai>e-worm. 
The 
tape-worm infesting man is the Tania ,'oli- 
urn; that infesting the pig, Tania cellulosa; 
those infesting the dog. Ta nia serrata ; and 
those the mice, Tania faxcioiarts. 
The tape-worm is taken into the system 
of the pig when young, by its eating or 
swallowing the ova or eggs among hum an 
or canine excrement, which, after develop­ 
m ent. is said to jienetrate the intestines 
into the arterial vessels; by the circulation 
of the blood they reach their destination in 
the m uscular tissue. I’igs may be affected 
by this etui ryo tape-worm and be healthy, 
apparently, showing no signs of sickness. 
I consider this pork unfit for use under any 
circumstances, as the parasites may in turn 
be returned to the hum an beings. 
One 
jo in t of a tape-worm is said to contain 
f>3.000 teenndated ova, or eggs. 
As the natural history of the species of 
tape-worms m entioned are sim ilar, for the 
inform ation of your readers I will quote 
the history of the Ta min solium, or tape­ 
worm of man, as given by Professor Cyrus 
Thomas, State Entomologist of Illinois. 
(See 17th Illinois Agricultural Report, page 
441.) 


rROFESSOR THOMAS' 
COMMENT 
UFON 
THE 
TAPE-WORM. 


It rnav excite a smile when I say that 
m an and the hog are so closely related to 
each other that there is at least one anim al 
(if not two) which depends fur its existence 
and development upon the two, and which, 
if cither should become extinct, must cease 
to exist. 
Yet this is literally true. 
Not 
th at I would by any means intim ate that 
m an is at all hoggish in his disposition, or 
■"iual the hog is m an's recent ancestor, in the 
D arw inian sense, but simply as stating a 
fact when I say there is one living link at 
least that binds the two together. This 
fact is by no means pleasant to contem­ 
plate, and its investigation is far from being 
a pleasant task. 
Rut life, even jn its most 
disgusting form, is deeply interesting to the 
scientist, especially when it presents pecu­ 
liarities not found elsewhere. 
M any warm-blooded animals, including 
m an, are at times subject to the attack o! 
certain intestinal worms known as tape­ 
worm s ( Tania 
which inhabit the alim ent­ 
ary canal. 
These singular anim als are 
distinguished by their great length and by 
being composed of a large num ber of flat­ 
tened joints, am ounting in some instances 
to several hundred. 
In order that you may more fully under­ 
stand the life history of these singular 
creatures, we will, for the purpose of illus­ 
tration, select one species and trace it 
through its various steps of growth and 
its strange transform ations or modes of 
existence. As the best known, we take the 
common tape-worm found in man {Tscnia 
solium). 
Leaving to the physicians the de­ 
scription of the symptoms which indicate 
its presence in man. and the method of its 
expulsion, let us suppose it in situ, where 
we can exam ine it at our leisure. 
Here we see an exceedingly elongate and 
m uch flattened tape-like worm, composed 
of an immense num ber of joints. The 
head is rounded, with four obtuse comers, 
at each of which you find a kind of circu­ 
lar disk. These disks form the sucking ap­ 
paratus. by means of which it imbibes 
nourishm ent. 
Around the apex there is a 
circle of hooklets, by means of which it 
m aintains its holtl on the mucus membrane 
of the alim entary canal. 
Immediately be­ 
hind the head commences the series of 
jo ints; at first, and for some distance, very 
narrow and short, but gradually increasing 
ip movUi and width as (hey rwwiie. 
Now let us take one of these and exam ­ 
ine it with still m ore care. This we see is 
an oblong chamber, surrounded by double 
walls. The inner wall is really a canal or 
tube, which appears to be the only real 
means of communication between the 
joints. This is what is termed the water 
vascular system, which appears in this and 
some other groups of the lower animals, to 
supply I he pl:ce both of the circulatory 
and respiratory systems of the higher ani­ 
mals. 
W ith this exception and that of 
mere attachm ent, the joint appears to be 
independent of the head. The larger por­ 
tion of the interior is occupied by the sin- 
■wiar dendriform ovary, showing" that the 
chief office of the joint—in fact its only 
office—is reproduction. 
Both the sexual 
elements, the male and female, are here, 
thereby rendering it complete for the pur- 


jio s c for which it appears to be formed. At 
one side is a small perforated papilia, or 
nipple, which allords a means of escape for 
the spores or m inute eggs. 
An examination of the head segment will 
reveal the fact that it is w ithout the repro­ 
ductive organs, and hence is wholly inca­ 
ble of reproducing itself—a fact to which I 
would call particular attention. The tape­ 
worm, therefore, consists of a series of indi­ 
vidual animals, yet no one fully complete 
in itself. The joints are capable of repro­ 
ducing them selves, but have to depend 
upon the head, or ' n u rse” as it is called, 
lor nourishm ent; while the head supports 
and nourishes the joints, but has no [tower 
of reproduction. 
New joints are not formed at the extrem ­ 
ity, but arise between the head and the suc­ 
ceeding j o in t s , tlnis p»>->d«g l.-ick the old 
ones. 
It appears that the last firme,! dees 
not become perfect before another arises, 
so that it is some distance back front the 
head, in fact toward the extremity, that we 
find the complete ones. The last having 
completed its growth and ready to send 
forth its spores, is sloughed off, lind, pass­ 
ing out of the alim entary canal, leaves its 
host. 
Singular as the composition of this com­ 
pound worm is. we shall find its life history 
presenting still more extraordinary phe­ 
nom ena. 
So long as the m inuie ova or eggs remain 
in the sam e situation as the parent worm, 
w hich in the case of the one under consid­ 
eration is the hum an alim entary canal, 
they are unable to develop. But nature, 
not" forgetful of her most degraded creat- 
ires, has provided a means of accomplish- ! 
ing this end. A 
joint containing fer­ 
tilized ova having been discharged, is soon ; 
decom pose!, leaving these m inute bodies, 1 
which are covered by a tough leathery cap- 
suie. ex,> icaJ. 
In this condition they are j 
r tidily dispersed. But before they can de- ¡ 
v-’lop. i‘ is necessary that they be taken I 
■t o the stomach of some anim al different j 
from that in winch they were produced ; j 
and ia the case of the one of which we are ; 
r. w sneaking, it is necessary that it be 
ttk c n in to the stomach of the hog. 
H av -j 
r.ig tu u re d this, ths aciicn doubtless of the 


irastric juice of the stomach soon raptures 
the m inute capsule and liberates the micro­ 
scopic embryo, which consists of a m inute 
vesicle 
provided with delicate silicious 
spines, fitted for boring into the tissues of 
its host. Armed w ith these little blades, it 
perforates the walls of the stomach, and 
takes up its abode usually in the muscles, 
or perhaps more properly speaking, and as 
H uxley affirms, the connective tissues of 
the mtiscles. 
At this stage of its existence a very sin­ 
gular process takes place. 
An infolding, 
som ething after the m anner of pushing in 
a finger of a glove when we wish to turn it, 
term ed invagination. The little hooklets 
are now developed at the bottom of the 
sac on the inside. After this process has 
gone on for a time, evagination, or turning 
inside out, takes place, which brings the 
hooklets and the disks, which have also in 
the m eantim e been formed, to the outside. 
Thus the head has been formed, and, when 
it has been w ithdraw n, there rem ains be­ 
low the sac. 
We now have w hat is termed 
the cystic or bladder-worm, and which was 
formerly considered not only specifically 
distinct "from the tape-worm, but as belong­ 
ing to a distiDct group of anim als. So un­ 
like are the two forms that even in Cuvier's 
great work, “ The Anim al Kingdom ,” we 
find it placed in a separate genus in the 
broad sense these groups were then under­ 
stood. 
in this form it is known by the 
common name of " measles.” 
Such is the strange origin of this disease 
in the hog, a fact brought to light only in 
recent years by long, patient, scientific 
study of these hum ble forms of life—a fact 
which the ordinary observations and expe­ 
rience of a thousand years has not led any 
one even to suspect. 
But we are not yet through our descrip­ 
tion of this wonderful life history. 
Having reached this stage of its exist­ 
ence. our tim id seems incapable of further 
development, as it undergoes no tarther 
change in the position it now occupies, and 
has no power or apparent disposition to ex­ 
tricate itself therefrom. 
Moreover it is, 
while in tins position, w ithout sexual dis­ 
tinction, and incapable of reproduction. 
For the purpose of further development, it 
is necessary that it now pass into the ali­ 
m entary canal of man. 
If it now be taken 
into the hum an stomach without its life 
being extinguished by cooking or other­ 
wise, a change soon takes place. 
The 
“ scolex ” or 
head fastens itself by its 
booklets and sucking bladder, and im m e­ 
diately the formation of joints commences. 
This brings us back to the point from 
which we started, and completes its circle 
of changes. 
It follows, therefore, that the 
measles in the hog and the tape-werm in 
m an—at least the species known as the 
solitary worm—are different forms of one 
and the same anim al, it also follows that 
m an and the hog are bound together by a 
living link, that, so far as known, m ast 
cease to exist w ithout participating in the 
life of both. 
I say so far as known, for a 
statem ent made by the imm ortal Cuvier 
leads us to b e lik e that it is probable that 
its second or tape-worm form may be de­ 
veloped in some other m ammal than m an. 
He remarks, in reference to the cystus or 
bladder-worm, which, as we have seen, is 
the larval stage found in the hog, that ” it 
is said, however, that they have never been 
found in the wild boar.” 
If it be true that 
the larval stage can he developed only in 
swine, and the perfect or sexual stage only 
in m an, to account for its existence before 
the hog was domesticated would present a 
very singular question, both for Darwinians 
and anti-Darwinians. But it suggests one 
practical means of lessening the liability on 
the hog side, at least, of being subject to 
its attack. It is to keep them , as far as 
possible, from having access to hum an ex- 
crementitious m atter. The facts stated in­ 
dicate clearly the following as the only 
remedies : First, to destroy the larval form 
by the application of heat; second, to keep 
hogs from access to hum an excrementi- 
tious m atter, tlius breaking the links at 
two [«tints.____________________

The first great overiatid 
Jailroad was projected aiuid the throes of a 
ft vil rebellion, a contest which called for 
tlie exercise of the highest statesmanship.

“ I shall put down the scene which greets 
me in the m orning from this window,” I 
said aloud as I retired the other night in 
Redding, a prosperous town of northern 
California, after a ride full of cinders and 
interest from San Francisco. 
But when 1 
raised my curtain in the early dawn to 
feast my eyes upon the landscape which I 
had anticipated, I found, alas, only a clus­ 
ter of dilapidated, shake-covered roofs, 
rusty pipes from which the smoke of 
num erous breakfast fires was issuing, form­ 
less fences, half whitewashed, and a few 
scraggy trees struggling for life. 
The ground, covered with empty, bat­ 
tered cai.s, afforded a meager hunting pre­ 
serve fur a dozen fowl, which, judging from 
their plum p appearance, had other fields at 
their disposal. This was the immediate 
foreground of m y picture, but beyond tlie 
housetops I could see the blue, deep blue 
m ountain ridges, and a gray, rainy sky ; so 
I hurried away from the just waking town, 
the buildings of which, so prematurely old, 
had a wicked look in their false fronts, 
which I would willingly forget. 
Yet the world is full of beautiful pictures, 
and the power is given to man to frame 
such parts as he chooses. I am always 
seeking for a central point about which to 
throw my frame. This m orning I took the 
bit of crim son ribbon which a pretty girl, 
who was drawing water from a well at the 
outskirts of the town, had tied at her 
throat. About this hit of bright color and 
the sm iling face above it circled a picture 
embracing miles 
of 
m ountains, snow- 
streaked and rocky ; from that bit of rib­ 
bon m y eyes found passage even into the 
gray realms of space, but thfe central figure 
disappearing with her bucket w ithin the 
cottage, I was compelled to move my frame 
away. A short walk brought m e to the 
banks of the river— 


THE UPPER SACRAMENTO, 
A stream here of wonderful clearness, 
much to my surprise, for I had always 
heard it spoken of as of the same impene­ 
trable hue as the Missouri. A prim itive 
ferrv, at m y call, was brought from the op­ 
posite bank—just such a ferry as the old 
painters of English landscape loved to in­ 
troduce into their pictures. Slowly we 
drifted across the river, the scene constantly 
changing like a moving panoram a; the 
banks were bordered with bleached drift 
logs, which lay close under the cover of 
the overhanging shrubs and vellow wil­ 
lows. Every leaf and also the far-away 
hills were reflected in the water, which, 
though flowing rapidly, had scarcely a rip­ 
ple to disturb the reflection, giving the re­ 
production with double brightness, adding 
the sanie effect obtained by the artist when 
he varnishes his canvas. W ild geese in 
several flocks, with discordant crying, were 
tracing out their ever-changing hieroglyph­ 
ics upon the leaden sky, and from all sides 
were heard quail calls. A kind of m int in 
full bloom upon the upland meadows took 
in the distance a purple color of indescrib­ 
able richness, through which the red earth 
showed in lines.while the crimson branches 
of the manzanita, w ith their bright foliage, 
the varied greer.s of the trees and shrubs, 
the black-trunked oaks and feathery Indian 
pines, gave a w arm th of color to the land 
scape unknow n outside those regions. 
After crossing the river the rain began to 
fall in large but sparsely-scattered d rops; 
the sounds of the birds ceased at once, ex­ 
cent the woodpecker’s continuous ham m er­ 
ing, for he delves away, rain or shine, like 
a carpenter who works by the job. Having 
reached the tavern, which stands close bv 
the roadway, I stepped in out of the rain, 
heedless o f'lh e huge dog lying at the door, 
for public-house dogs a rt generally, I find, 
of the most good-natured breed, look they 
never so fierce. A row of yellowing locust 
trees grew before the veranda, and their 
leaves fell at each gust of wind. The rough 
bench along the wall had been nearly carved 
away by lazy jacknives. 
I’eople driving to 
town stopped to ask the news and converse 
of cattle ami crops witfi the old, pipe- 
sm oking man who sat in tlie doorway. In 
a short time I learned the names and a 
good part of the histories of the people 
who lived along the road and the topics of 
local interest, which were just then the 
stealing of a red horse and the " candidates’ 
ball.” “ 


MARKS OF ADVANCING SETTLEMENT. 
W hen the rain passed over I continued 
my course, now along the road, which had 
been made perfect by the shower, or by 
" short cuts” among the bushes of manza­ 
nita and ehemisal. W reaths of pale, blue 
smoko rose here and there front burning 
stum ps against a back ground of dark 
forest, like the spirits of the departed trees 
whose earthly bodies lay in cordwood by 
the roadside." 
On nearly ail the slopes were seen clear­ 
ings and pictu/esqae, unpainted houses, 
which had somewhat of a Swiss look, 
w ith 
overhanging 
eaves. 
Knowing 
that most of these places were owned 
by new-comers 
I 
had 
the 
curiosity 
to turn out of m y course to see one of these 
farms in embryo. 
Following a natural 
road which led along beside a brush fence. 
I soon came to the bars which admitted to 
the inclosure. On one side, upon the east­ 
ern slope of a hill, guiltless of weeds, was a 
little vineyard containing about a thousand 
vines, a few feet in bight and in line condi­ 
tion, the larger leaves just beginning to 
take the autum n tints. 
On either side of the road liad been 
plant«?d fig trees, which, small as they 
were, had leaves enough to have clothed 
even a larger family than that little one 
which some vears ago lived in Eden, upon 
the banks of the Euphrates. 
In all about 
eighty acres of land had been put under 
cultivation, some in grain and some in 
fruit trees. 
I saw the proprietor busily at 
work burning brush and thus extending 
his lordship over more territory. 
He was 
a person full of energy ; even the bristling, 
sun-bleached moustache was suggestive of 
nothing but perseverance. H e nodded to 
me as he continued his work, and pres­ 
ently, after piling on the fire a great quan­ 
tity" of brush, he came to where I was 
standing. 
In answer to several questions I 
asked him . he told me tlie little story of 
his success, and he told it with commend­ 
able pride. 


SUCCESSFUL AND CONTENTED. 
Two years ago he came to this part of tlie 
country with all his possessions in a wheel­ 
barrow. The land cost him nothing, hav­ 
ing gotten it from the railroad company, 
which owns much good, tillable soil in this 
and tlie neighboring counties. 
He at once 
begun work, and cleared enough brush 
away to plant a small vegetable carden ; 
and then felled some pines, with which he 
built the neat little cottage in which he 
still lives. Grapevines and fruit-tree cut­ 
tings were soon put out. and now the place 
in the second year of its growth presents 
an appearance of thrift and promise won­ 
derful to see. 
'A nd,'' added he, “ the best of m y story 
is yet to toid- 
1 am going to keep two here 
next y e ar; for this m onth I'm going to 
marry the prettiest girl in Redding.” 
“ I congratulate you,” I said. 
•• B ut un­ 
less she is the young lady who lives near 
the ferry, 1 think yon m ust be mistaken 
about tlie adjective you use.” 
“ Well, well, and you know her ?” he re­ 
plied in surprise. 
“ No, I only saw her this m orning as she 
was drawing water, and she wore a red 
ribbon at her throat, and I thought the 
young fellow who could get her for a wife 
would be lucky indeed. I am glad to see 
you and to congratulate you.

though, when you are m arried.”

T h e N a tio n a l G uard. 
A meeting of the National Guard Offi­ 
cers’ Association was held 
W ednesday 
evening at the First Regiment arm ory, San 
Francisco. A large num ber of ollicers 
were present, m any of them belonging to 
the interior organizations. Colonel John 
H . Dickinson presided, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel David W ilder acted as Secretary. 
The Chairman stated that in response to 
the circulars recently sent out to the legis­ 
lative nominees to ascertain their views 
in regard to supporting that organization, 
he had received replies from a num ber of 
candidates from different parties, all of 
whom expressed tbeir readiness to do all 
in their power for the assistance of the 
National Guard. Colonel Dickinson sug­ 
gested that a committee of three be ap­ 
pointed to ascertain what candidates are 
willing to support the m ilitia, and to pre­ 
pare a circular asking the National Guards­ 
men to support such candidates, irrespective 
of party. Speeches were made by Majors 
l’latt and Barry, Captains Tilden, Cleary 
and Burdick, in regard to the suggestion, 
and finally a committee was appointed* 
consisting of Major Rlatt, Captain Tilden 
and Lieutenant Moran, to get as m any re­ 
plies as possible to the circular already 
issued, and send word to the various com­ 
pany commanders, the latter to instruct 
their men as to w hat candidates were favor­ 
able to the National Guard. The Chairman 
then announced that the annual meeting of 
the Association will be held the first Mon 
day in December, and suggested that the 
session be continued for two evenings, the 
first to be for the transaction of business 
and the second to be a public one, when 
essays pertinent to the National Guard 
would be read by the officers. The sug­ 
gestion was adopted, and the Executive 
Committee was instructed to m ake the 
necessary arrangem ents. 


Ila y m o n d anil B a rtlett.

Platt's H all last evening was one of the 
most brilliant of the campaign.

Bartlett should be elected Governor, it will 
throw the State as well as the city into the 
control of the pernicious gang who have 
made the nam e of San Francisco a by-word 
for corruption hardly second to that of 
New York.

It may be that the Republicans of Califor­ 
nia are unfit to m ake their o w l" choice for 
Senator, but they can hardly be expected 
to adm it it. 
If there are any Republicans 
who think that the record of Mr. Hearst’s 
services in the Senate is so illustrious that 
he is to he preferred to anybody a Republi­ 
can Legislature would be" likely to choose, 
they are entitled to their opinion 
B ut it 
would seem hardly fitting for such people 
to call themselves Republicans. 
Hie alter­ 
native is clear. The next Senator will be 
a Republican 
or 
Hearst. 
Every vote 
against a Republican candidate for the 
Legislature is a vote for Hearst. 
Now that 
the issue is unm istakably drawn, it is not 
likely that deputy-Democratic organs, even

Abroad there is a careful recoiW ® in:ir- 
riages. births and deaths. These are col­ 
lected by us without any thoroughness, 
save oniy when a census is being taken. In 
England" and Wales it has been found that 
the birth-rate is 35.4, and the death-rate 
20.5 per 1,000 persons. 
In Sweden the 
birth-rate is 30.2, against a death-rate of 
18.1. In the German Empire, birth-rate 
30.3 and death-rate 20.1. 
Austria. 39.1 
birth-rate, 29.6 death-rate. 
The ofiiciaV’Ye- 
turns state that our annual birth-rate isyfil 
and death-rate IS but clearly our birth-rate 
is ntuelt larger, as we are growing in num ­ 
bers faster than any people w n earth. (<¿r 
increase is fully 10.000.000since the last 
census was taken in ISS'k Our colored 
population have a higher birth-rate tbah 
have tlie Southern whites. 
Among the lat­ 
ter it is 28.71, while for the colored it :■» 
35.08. 
Although the death-rate of the 
blacks is quite large, still they are increas-i 
ing relatively faster than the w hite. It is 
also a curious fact that more colored females 
are born than whites, bat taking blacks ant* 
whites together the births of the males ex 
ceetl those of the females.

The productiveness of the soil of the j 
Sacramento valley, and the abundant and | 
varied crops it annually produces, can be 
equalled in no part of the Union. The 
thirty miles of orchard that skirt the east 
bank of the river south of this city has 
been justly named the garden spot of the 
world. 
Here is raised fruit sufficient to 
supply the m arkets of our common coun­ 
try, and as for variety there ¡3 no end, and 
the quality is such that the fruit of no other 
section can compete witli it. 
The area de­ 
voted to fruit culture is but a sm all per 
cent, of that adapted to it, and bearing or­ 
chards can be produced in three years troni 
the tim e of tree-planting. 
In New Jersey 
they can rai^e nothing but peaches; in 
Los Angeles no crop is successful except 
late 
varieties of 
citrus 
fruits, 
while 
here the 
grape, olive, 
peach, apple, 
prune, 
date, 
lime, 
lemon, 
orange, 
in fact, every kind of citrus and deciduous 
fruits, cereals of every known variety, all 
grow in the same inclosure, all appear to 
thrive and perfectly ripen in this superior 
to all other climates. 
W hile our farmers 
are getting rich from their grain, hop and 
fruit crops, there are other crops no less 
im portant, no less valuable. A short dis­ 
tance south of this city, on one of the 
sloughs that connects with tide-water, is a 
four hundred acre “ Irish orange orchard.” 
A visit to this ranch a few days since dis­ 
closed the fact that 100 men had dug 50,000 
sacks of splendid potatoes, which were 
loaded upon a steamer w ithin the farm and 
shipped 
to 
San Francisco, where 
the 
rancher realized a profit of $1 per sack, or 
$50,000 off the 400 acres, a net prolit ot $125 
per acre. 
In an adjoining field was noticed a large 
stack of well-tilled white sacks. 
W he,. tlie 
proprietor was asked what they were he 
replied, “ Oh, that's 2,500 sacks of white 
and bayou beans; they speak for them ­ 
selves, and that crop from forty acres is 
worth $7,500.” 
In another field men were engaged in 
thrashing buckwheat, and it is said this 
crop was equally as abundant and profit­ 
able as either that of the “ Irish oranges” 
or beans. 
After digging the potatoes, the 
land will be harrowed, and is then equal 
to summer-fallow for winter-sown grain. 
The potato fields will be put in Chevalier 
barley for brewer’s use. 
W hen it is taken into consideration that 
this quality of land can be purchased in 
large tracts in this section at $100 per acre, 
and in m any cases at a much less price, 
who can prophesy the possibilities of the 
future when all will be settled with a 
thrifty population and all under cul­ 
tivation.
